Article  10.  Outstanding  County  bills  were  paid  in  the 
amount  of  $6,691.00. 

Article  12.  Town  line  bounds  were  set  at  the  Chatham 
line,  Red  River,  at  the  Brewster  line,  Hinckley’s  Pond,  at  the 
Dennis  line,  Route  28. 

Article  13.  One  parcel  of  tax  title  property  located  off 
Kelley  Street,  North  Harwich,  was  sold  at  public  auction  to 
Palmira  and  Delphino  Gonsalves  for  the  sum  of  $5.00.  Only 
one  bid  was  received. 


Articles  16,  17.  Requests  for  a  budget  item  entitled  “As¬ 
sessors  Maps”  and  for  a  break  down  of  unpaid  bills  in  the 
Warrant  have  been  met. 

Article  19.  Deed  to  the  American  Legion  was  drawn  and 
executed. 

Article  20.  Christmas  lights  were  installed  on  the  Main 
Street  of  Harwich  Center  and  Harwich  Port. 

Article  21.  A  tape  recorder  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
$155.60  and  is  available  at  the  town  office  for  the  use  of  any 
town  department. 

Article  26.  Two  bids  were  received  for  the  purchase 
of  a  new  police  cruiser.  Contract  was  awarded  to  the  low 
bidder,  Dennisport  Motors,  at  $967.07  for  a  1958  Plymouth 
Sedan. 

Article  27.  Two  bids  were  received  for  the  purchase  of 
a  new  Fire  Dept.  car.  Contract  was  awarded  to  the  low  bid¬ 
der,  Manson  Motors,  at  $1,295.00  for  a  1958  Ford  Ranch  Wagon. 
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Article  31.  Considerable  brush  was  cleared  from  the 
Herring  Brook  and  work  was  done  at  the  seining  pool  and 
adjacent  parking  area. 

Articles  33,  34,  37.  Takings  were  made  and  recorded 
against  the  designated  properties  at  Earle  Road,  Allen  Harbor, 
and  Red  River  Beach. 

Article  40.  Requests  for  matching  funds  were  made  of 
both  the  County  and  the  State  in  March,  1958.  Requests  were 
approved.  Preliminary  work  has  been  completed  by  the  State 
Division  of  Waterways.  Present  plans  call  for  awarding  the 
contract  early  in  1959. 

Article  41.  Extensive  improvements  were  made  to  the 
Red  River  Beach  parking  area,  bringing  the  area  to  proper 
height  and  enlarging  the  surface  with  hardening.  A  minimum 
of  settling  was  experienced  this  year. 

Article  42.  Contract  for  this  work  was  let  by  the  State 
Division  of  Waterways.  Dredging  should  be  complete  by  the 
time  this  report  is  printed. 

Article  45.  Specifications  were  drawn,  bids  received, 
and  contract  awarded  by  the  State  Division  of  Waterways. 
The  successful  bidder  has  not  yet  begun  construction. 

Article  46.  An  additional  $8,200  was  added  to  the  $4,000 
raised  under  this  article  boosting  the  town’s  available  con¬ 
tribution  to  $12,200  and  enabling  the  State  to  call  for  a 
$42,480.00  dredging  job. 

Article  53.  The  necessary  plans  and  information  were 
prepared.  A  proposed  taking  has  been  inserted  in  the  1959 
Warrant  under  Article  No.  31. 

Article  54.  As  in  past  years  a  Committee  was  appointed 
to  join  with  the  Selectmen  in  directing  this  expenditure. 
Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  Committee’s  report. 

Article  55.  The  Orleans  Band  was  hired  for  four  con¬ 
certs  at  Brooks  Park  on  the  evenings  of  July  3,  July  18,  Au¬ 
gust  8,  and  August  22. 

Articles  58,  62,  63.  These  layouts  were  accepted  and  en¬ 
tered.  Orders  of  Taking  were  drawn  and  recorded  with  the 
road  plans.  All  three  roads  were  bounded. 

Articles  64,  65,  66.  67.  Your  attention  is  directed  to  Arti¬ 
cle  No.  81  of  the  1959  Warrant;  also  to  the  explanation  given 
further  along  in  this  report. 

Articles  68,  71.  Plans  were  prepared  in  accordance  with 
instructions.  The  County  Commissioners  acted  favorably  on 
both  petitions.  The  work  of  construction  on  both  roads  is  now 
proceeding. 
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Article  72.  Chapter  90  funds  were  allocated  to  the  re¬ 
construction  of  Pleasant  Lake  Avenue  (Route  No.  124)  and 
Lower  County  Road  at  Allens  Harbor.  Contract  for  the  work 
was  awarded  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  the  low 
bidder,  the  M.  F.  Roach  Company  on  a  bid  of  $58,685.80.  Any 
balance  in  this  fund  will  be  used  to  continue  the  improve¬ 
ments  to  Route  No.  124  from  the  Mid-Cape  Highway,  north. 

Article  75.  Contract  for  the  work  on  this  Road  was 
awarded  to  William  Jones,  Inc.,  low  bidder  on  the  alternate 
bid  for  a  bituminous  concrete  surface.  Engineers  were  Scho¬ 
field  Bros.,  Orleans.  Bid  price  was  $26,730.00. 

A  resolution  passed  at  the  1958  meeting  and  requesting 
that  the  Selectmen  mark  off  the  Pleasant  Road  parking  area 
with  white  lines  was  complied  with.  The  arrangement  was 
found  to  improve  parking  conditions  at  the  beach. 

In  the  1959  Warrant  to  be  submitted  to  the  voters  the 
Selectmen  have  called  attention  to  the  following  business: 

Under  Article  No.  6  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  is  re¬ 
quested  for  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  Exchange  Hall. 
The  question  involved  here  is  whether  or  not  the  towns¬ 
people  wish  to  retain  the  Exchange  as  a  town  building.  If 
they  do,  the  Selectmen  recommend  that  they  begin  this  year 
to  put  the  building  into  shape.  If  they  do  not,  there  is  no 
point  in  spending  more  money  on  the  building. 

Should  the  voters  decide  that  they  want  to  continue  to 
use  the  Exchange  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  spend  the  full 
amount  this  year.  The  Selectmen  are  primarily  concerned 
with  the  outside  walls,  proper  exit  area,  and  improvements 
to  the  fire  protection.  The  total  cost  of  the  job  has  been 
published  so  that  no  one  will  be  misled,  so  that  the  voters 
will  be  aware  of  the  full  scope  of  the  work  that  should  be 
undertaken. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  Committee  on  School  Space  needs 
would  have  an  alternative  proposal  in  the  event  that  the 
voters  wished  to  explore  a  different  course  of  action.  As  the 
Committee’s  report  indicates,  however,  it  was  not  possible 
under  existing  conditions  to  do  this.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Recreation  Commission  has  recommended  a  study  (Article 
No.  60)  which  could  well  be  of  interest  in  the  consideration 
of  this  problem. 

Future  action  by  the  Selectmen  in  regard  to  the  Ex¬ 
change  Building  will  be  governed  by  the  vote  on  this  article. 
Should  the  voters  decide  not  to  spend  any  money  on  the  Ex¬ 
change,  the  Selectmen  will  assume  that  the  voters  do  not 
want  them  to  pursue  the  subject  of  repairs  and  improvements 
any  further.  Should  the  voters  decide  to  make  repairs  the 
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Selectmen  will  seek  to  put  the  building  into  the  condition 
outlined  by  the  following  report: 

SURVEY— EXCHANGE  BUILDING 

>  Report  of  Alger  and  Gunn,  Architects,  to  the 

Board  of  Selectmen 

As  the  result  of  our  thorough  examination  of  the  physi¬ 
cal  structure  and  its  function,  we  estimate  the  cost  of  re¬ 
modelling  and  renovation  to  be  $121,640.67  which  includes 
Architectural  and  Engineering  Fees. 

A  complete  breakdown  of  the  work  as  proposed  was  sub¬ 
mitted  to  your  office  on  December  24,  1958,  dated  December 
22,  1958.  For  your  convenience  a  brief  summary  of  the  work 
as  proposed  follows: 

A.  EXTERIOR  WORK:  $26,209.78 

In  many  cases  the  applied  moldings  and  architectural 
treatment,  along  with  the  flashing,  has  deteriorated  and  is 
causing  bad  leaks.  Those  that  are  in  fairly  good  condition 
constitute  a  continued  maintenance  problem.  Gutters,  win¬ 
dows  and  horizontal  members  are  causing  the  most  trouble. 
The  clapboards  and  shingles  are  painted  and  require  periodic 
maintenance.  Remove  all  moldings  and  flashing  and  install 
only  sufficient  woodwork  and  new  flashing  to  maintain  ar¬ 
chitectural  uniformity.  Install  new  copper  gutters.  Remove 
large  windows  in  Auditorium.  Resurface  entire  exterior  with 
white  cedar  shingles  which  require  no  maintenance. 

Remove  elevater  shaft  at  rear  of  building  as  well  as  the 
concrete  vault.  The  small  wing  to  the  rear  of  the  shaft  may 
be  sold  and  removed  from  the  premises. 

The  chimney  must  be  taken  down  below  the  roof  line  and 
rebuilt.  Parge  the  chimney  where  accessible  below  the  roof 
line  with  cement  plaster.  Repoint  and  repaint  the  brickwork 
on  the  first  floor  level.  The  porch  along  the  front  of  the 
building  is  to  remain  but  must  be  repainted.  Paint  the  cupola 
inside  and  out.  The  Roof  is  in  good  condition  and  can  remain 
untouched.  All  existing  woodwork  to  remain  is  to  be  repainted, 
but  in  several  instances,  the  old  paint  must  be  burned  off 
before  being  repainted. 

Where  new  and  smaller  windows  are  to  be  installed  they 
are  to  be  the  type  which  will  allow  removal  of  the  sash  from 
the  inside,  making  painting  possible  without  staging.

B.  INTERIOR  WORK— First  Floor: 


$8,677.31 


The  two  stores  will  remain  untouched  with  the  exception 
of  the  one  on  the  west  side.  Here  there  will  be  a  revision  re¬ 
quired  in  the  exit  from  the  Auditorium  which  will  be  covered 
in  a  later  paragraph. 

Install  new  vinyl  asbestos  floor  tile  on  all  floors  of  the 
corridors  leading  to  and  including  the  stairway  to  the  audi¬ 
torium.  Some  new  doors  and  refinishing  of  existing  doors  will 
be  required.  The  walls  and  ceilings  will  be  patched  and  paint¬ 
ed.  The  wainscoting  will  be  given  a  coating  of  high  wear  re¬ 
sistance  paint.  New  lighting  will  be  installed  which  is  cov¬ 
ered  in  a  later  paragraph. 

The  existing  door  half  way  up  on  the  stair  is  to  be  re¬ 
moved  and  installed  in  a  new  partition  located  at  the  foot 
of  the  stair. 

C.  INTERIOR  WORK— Second  Floor  Lobby

Area: 


Replace  and  patch  plaster  wTalls  and  ceilings  as  required. 
Coat  wainscoting  with  high  wear  resistant  paint.  Completely 
remodel  and  replace  toilet  facilities  with  new  fixtures  and 
ceramic  tile  floors  and  wainscot.  Install  new  vinyl  asbestos 
tile  floors.  Install  kitchen  facilities  in  storeroom  opposite 
toilets;  facilities  will  consist  of  cabinet  and  counter  work,  a 
sink,  hotplate,  and  coffee  urn  only. 

Some  existing  doors  must  be  replaced,  and  others  need 
only  refinishing.  Install  new  display  board. 

D.  INTERIOR  WORK — Auditorium,  Stage 

&  Balcony:  $34,553.90 

Install  new  vinyl  asbestos  flooring  and  new  movable 
seating.  Seating  in  balcony  shall  be  fixed  type.  Correct 
acoustics  with  new  materials  applied  to  walls  and  ceilings — 
acoustic  plaster  mostly.  Extend  stage  apron  six  feet  and  in¬ 
stall  new  stage  floor.  Install  new  door  and  hardware  on  ex¬ 
isting  fire  escape  to  the  east.  Remodel  fire  escape  to  the  west 
by  eliminating  winding  stairs;  this  will  require  slight  re¬ 
modelling  in  the  store  directly  below  this  exit.  Install  new 
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fire  escape  from  the  lobby  on  the  north  side  of  the  building. 
Prop  up  balcony  on  both  sides  near  the  stage. 

An  allowance  of  $5,000.00  is  made  for  replacing  and  add¬ 
ing  to  the  existing  stage  lighting  facilities.  Install  new  light¬ 
ing  in  Auditorium.  These  items  (electrical)  are  covered  in 
a  following  paragraph. 

Entire  Auditorium,  Stage  and  Balcony  areas  are  to  be 
repainted  or  refinished. 

E.  SPRINKLER  SYSTEM:  $1,467.56 

Install  fully  automatic  controls  to  maintain  pressure  in 

system,  as  well  as  to  eliminate  the  human  element  in  the 
operation  of  the  exterior  sprinkler  heads  on  the  east  side  of 
the  building.  Neither  one  of  these  is  provided  in  the  existing 
system.  Connect  system  to  fire  station  to  give  instant  alarm 
in  case  of  fire. 

F.  HEATING  SYSTEM:  $23,151.69 

Install  new  oil  fired  burner  and  boiler  with  a  5,000  gal. 

fuel  tank. 

Install  new  heating  and  ventilating  system  for  Audi¬ 
torium  in  lieu  of  existing  radiation  v/hich  provides  no  means 
of  ventilation.  The  new  system  will  bring  in  fresh  outside 
air,  heat  it,  and  will  completely  change  the  air  during  the 
occupied  periods. 

New  radiation  is  to  be  installed  in  the  Lobby,  Toilet,  and 
Kitchen  Areas. 

G.  ELECTRICAL:  $14,512.42 

Install  new  lighting  in  corridors  of  first  floor,  lobby,  and 

auditorium.  Revise  emergency  lighting  system  as  required  due 
to  remodelling.  Allow  $5,000.00  for  stage  lighting. 

H.  SUMMARY: 

Extreme  care  has  been  taken  in  the  preparation  of  this 
estimate  in  order  that  no  more  work  than  is  absolutely  nec¬ 
essary  be  done  to  make  the  building  sound,  safe,  and  func¬ 
tional  for  its  intended  use  as  an  Auditorium  for  the  Town 
of  Harwich.  No  work  is  contemplated  above  the  balcony 
level.  Materials  and  finishes  that  are  existing  and  in  good 
condition  are  to  be  left  alone.  New  materials  and  finishes 
are  proposed  with  careful  consideration  of  low  installation 
and  maintenance  costs. 

These  estimates  are  offered  for  use  as  budgetary  figures 
for  planning  the  work  and  must  in  no  way  be  construed  to 
be  actual  bid  prices.  If  further  explanation  of  the  work  as 
proposed  is  required,  please  don’t  hesitate  to  call  upon  us.

Under  Article  11  the  Selectmen  are  requesting  $500.00  in 
order  to  reprint  the  town  by-laws.  There  have  been  several 
amendments  to  the  By-Laws  since  they  were  last  printed.  A 
good  many  more  are  proposed  in  this  year’s  warrant.  The 
present  booklet  should  be  rewritten  to  include  all  revisions. 
Furthermore,  because  of  the  many  changes  proposed  this 
year,  the  Selectmen  plan  to  have  a  supply  of  the  By-Law 
booklets  available  at  the  Town  Meeting.  We  have  just  about 
enough  on  hand  to  meet  this  plan. 

Article  12  asks  for  $500  for  bounding  and  surveying  vari¬ 
ous  town  properties  including  roads.  Unfortunately  the  town 
has  not  been  in  the  habit  of  bounding  its  roads  and  properties 
as  it  has  acquired  them.  Bounding  is  good  practice  in  regard 
to  the  properties  and  required  by  law  if  requested  for  the 
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roads.  The  Selectmen  would  like  to  have  an  amount  such  as 
this  available  each  year  in  order  to  catch  up  on  the  bounds 
that  have  been  neglected. 

The  By-Law  changes  proposed  under  Article  18  serve  two 
purposes.  One  is  to  rewrite  those  sections  made  inoperative 
when  the  local  newspaper  closed  its  doors.  The  other  is  to 
clarify  two  sections  which  have  caused  some  confusion  in  the 
past.  The  amendments  were  written  with  an  eye  to  protecting 
the  voters  against  packed  meetings  and  sparsely  attended 
special  meetings. 

Article  21  calling  for  a  Department  of  Waterways  has 
been  given  a  good  deal  of  publicity.  The  main  advantages  of 
this  plan  are:  1.  better  supervision  of  the  important  water¬ 
front  activities,  especially  the  beaches  and  lakes.  2.  consoli¬ 
dation  of  several  part-time  jobs  into  one  to  enable  one  em¬ 
ployee  to  give  the  town  and  its  welfare  his  full  time  and  effort. 
3.  coordination  of  the  planning  for  and  operation  of  these 
activities  and  the  prevention  of  duplication. 

Article  22  is  an  attempt  to  remedy  a  condition  faced  by 
many  towns.  The  law  is  very  specific  in  regard  to  road  lay¬ 
outs  and  takings.  Occasionally,  the  officials  responsible  for 
this  procedure  neglect  a  portion  of  it.  In  order  to  be  sure  of 
several  takings  which  were  made  in  the  past,  counsel  sug¬ 
gested  and  filed  this  act. 

Article  26  requests  $1,100  for  revising  and  printing  10,500 
copies  of  the  advertising  map  which  was  made  available  in 
1955.  Almost  7,000  copies  were  ordered  at  that  time.  They 
were  very  well  received  and  have  all  been  distributed.  The 
Selectmen  have  provided  the  voters  with  an  opportunity  to 
renew  this  service  to  our  summer  visitors. 

Article  29  is  another  in  a  series  of  proposed  takings  pre¬ 
liminary  work  for  which  was  requested  by  the  voters.  As  is 
the  case  in  all  of  the  takings  recommended  by  the  Selectmen, 
the  owners  of  this  property  are  willing  to  sell.  Where  the 
owners  objected  to  the  taking  and  where  the  price  set  by 
owners  was  too  high;  those  properties  were  eliminated  from 
the  area  to  be  acquired.  The  great  majority  of  the  approx¬ 
imately  50  different  owners  were  most  cooperative.  Since  we 
began  work  on  this  project  we  have  received  a  great  deal  of 
encouragement  and  no  criticism  whatsoever  from  the  people 
involved.  We  feel  the  cost  is  reasonable  and  suggest  that 
the  town  would  be  wise  to  buy  this  land  now  for  future  use. 

Article  30  is  identical  to  one  which  was  recommended  to 
last  year’s  meeting  and  was  defeated.  At  that  time  there 
appeared  to  be  some  confusion  as  to  the  cost  which  was  and 
remains  $4,000.  The  $125.00  represents  the  cost  of  surveying 
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and  filing.  Another  question,  that  of  sand  rights  has  been 
cleared  up.  Sand  rights  will  be  available  with  the  purchase. 
The  Selectmen  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  with  each  pass¬ 
ing  year  available  beach  property  becomes  scarcer.  Last  year 
we  suggested  that  the  town  purchase  about  %  of  an  acre  of 
beach,  property  adjacent  to  its  Long  Pond  beach.  The  land 
was  available  at  a  cost  of  $1,000.  The  town  defeated  this  pro¬ 
posal  and  during  the  summer  the  property  was  sold  for  $1,500. 
It  is  no  longer  available  to  the  town.  These  beaches  may  not 
appear  to  be  the  finest  in  the  town,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
the  owners  are  willing  to  sell.  It  is  far  better,  in  our  opinion, 
to  enlarge  our  shore  front  on  this  agreeable  basis,  and  to 
make  small  yearly  improvements.  There  has  been  some  dis¬ 
cussion  regarding  a  relocation  of  the  railroad  east  of  this 
Pond.  If  there  are  any  such  plans  afoot  this  office  has  not 
been  notified  of  them. 

Article  31  represents  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the 
town  to  acquire  a  public  bathing  beach  and  recreation  area 
in  the  village  of  North  Harwich.  The  land  is  undeveloped 
today  but  will  certainly  not  remain  in  that  state  very  long. 
In  setting  aside  land  for  public  use,  the  voters  would  do  well 
to  remember  that  they  have  the  responsibility  of  planning 
for  the  people  who  will  be  living  here  50  and  100  years  hence. 

Article  33  asks  $575  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  public 
landing  at  Skinequit  Pond.  There  are  several  large  ponds  in 
the  town  which  have  no  such  landing.  The  Selectmen  hope 
to  remedy  that  condition  by  acquiring  one  or  two  landings 
each  year  until  we  are  in  a  position  to  invite  fishing  and 
boating  enthusiasts  to  all  of  our  lovely  lakes  and  ponds. 

Article  34  proposes  that  the  town  lease  the  Allison  beach 
land,  which  lies  adjacent  to  the  Bank  Street  beach,  for  a 
period  of  four  months  in  the  summer.  Mr.  Allison  has  been 
most  cooperative  with  this  office  offering  the  town  the  use 
of  this  property  free  of  charge  during  the  past  summer.  He 
understands  the  town’s  problem  in  connection  with  its  lack 
of  beaches  and,  with  the  Selectmen,  recommends  this  pro¬ 
posal  as  one  that  would  be  acceptable  to  all  parties  concerned. 

Article  35  is  another  step  in  the  improvement  of  Red 
River  Beach  as  a  first-class  public  beach.  The  Selectmen 
hope  to  make  an  amount  of  money  available  each  year  to 
continue  these  improvements.  The  appropriation  requested 
here  should  complete  the  job  of  placing  sand  fill. 

Article  36  similar  to  35  is  another  step  in  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  facilities  at  this  beach.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
parking  area  can  be  extended  the  length  of  the  entire  beach 
at  a  width  sufficient  for  parking  and  two-way  traffic. 
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Articles  37,  38,  39,  request  money  for  much-needed  im¬ 
provements  to  the  town’s  boating  facilities.  The  pier  and 
ramp  at  Allens  Harbor  are  inadequate  and  in  need  of  major 
repairs  while  the  landing  at  Herring  River  has  had  only 
$200  spent  on  it  since  it  was  acquired.  The  Selectmen  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  town  try  to  keep  abreast  of  the  growing  in¬ 
terest  in  boating  and  the  public  demand  for  the  necessary 
facilities. 

Article  81.  In  accordance  with  the  policy  adopted  under 
the  new  By-Law  on  Roads,  the  Selectmen  advertised  and  held 
hearings  on  all  proposed  layouts.  At  that  time  a  date  was 
set  for  the  final  inspection  by  the  Highway  Surveyor,  Finance 
Committee,  and  Selectmen  and  all  abutters  were  notified  by 
mail.  The  inspection  found  five  of  the  eight  roads  coming  up 
to  the  requirements  of  the  By-Law.  These  five  roads  have 
been  recommended. 

The  Selectmen  are  indebted  to  the  Finance  Committee 
for  the  many  hours  which  it  worked  on  the  proposed  salary 
schedule.  An  article  calling  for  a  professional  study  of  this 
matter  was  defeated  at  the  1958  Annual  Meeting.  It  appeared 
to  be  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  town  was  perfectly 
capable  of  setting  up  its  own  policy  without  outside  help.  At 
the  request  of  the  Selectmen  the  Finance  Committee  under¬ 
took  this  difficult  task.  Although  there  are  bound  to  be  areas 
of  disagreement,  the  Selectmen  feel  that  the  Committee  has 
done  a  fine  job,  and  that  the  results  of  its  study  are  a  definite 
step  in  the  right  direction.  The  report  includes  the  recom¬ 
mended  establishment  of  a  Personnel  Board  to  oversee  the 
plan,  give  it  further  study,  and  iron  out  some  of  the  objec¬ 
tions.  The  wages  and  salaries  would  continue  to  be  a  part  of 
the  budget  and  subject  to  the  annual  approval  of  the  voters. 
The  Selectmen  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  following 
report: 


SALARY  AND  WAGE  SURVEY 
Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

In  accordance  with  your  request  of  last  spring,  this  com¬ 
mittee  submits  its  recommendations  of  pay  rates  for  the  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  Town  in  accordance  with  the  attached  schedule. 
This  schedule  is  based  on  a  44  hour  week  for  pipe  layers  and 
labor  of  the  Water  Dept,  and  40  hours  a  week  for  all  highway 
labor.  It  is  recommended  that  this  pay  schedule  when  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  town  voters,  and  if  approved,  be  retroactive  to 
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January  1,  1959.  The  additional  cost  to  the  town  for  the  next 
five  (5)  years  is  as  follows:

In  order  to  arrive  at  these  figures  this  committee  checked 
salaries  in  other  towns  on  the  Cape  and  we  feel  that  we  have 
reached  a  Salary  Schedule  suitable  for  our  town.  In  order 
that  future  Finance  Committees  may  be  able  to  function  in 
their  full  capacity,  it  is  recommended  that  an  article  be  in¬ 
serted  each  year  in  the  Town  Warrant  submitting  these 
Salary  step-ups  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting,  as  we  ap¬ 
preciate  that  over  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  there  might  be 
changes  that  would  affect  these  annual  step-ups. 

In  connection  with  this  Salary  Plan  your  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  suggests  that  the  following  benefits  be  specified  for  the 
understanding  of  all  town  employees. 

SICK  LEAVE 

1.  In  the  matter  of  Sick  Leave  it  is  felt  that  regular  full 
time  employees  should  be  entitled  to  fifteen  (15)  days  of  sick¬ 
ness,  or  accident  leave,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  Holidays, 
without  loss  of  pay.  If  such  sick  leave  allowance  is  not  used 
in  any  particular  year  it  shall  accumulate  for  a  period  of  six 
(6)  years,  up  to  a  maximum  of  ninety  (90)  days,  for  use  in 
any  subsequent  year.  The  date  from  which  accumulated  sick 
leave  shall  be  computed,  for  all  present  full  time  employees, 
shall  be  the  starting  date  of  the  employees  current  period 
of  full  time  continuous  service  with  the  Town.  Sick  and  ac¬ 
cident  leave  shall  be  payable  only  in  cases  of  bona  fide  illness 
or  accident  not  covered  by  Workmen’s  Compensation. 

2.  Employees  who  are  absent  because  of  such  illness  or 
accident  for  a  period  of  more  than  two  (2)  days  shall  be  re¬ 
quired  to  present  a  Doctor’s  certificate  to  their  Department 
Head  stating  the  reason  and  the  period  of  time  the  employee 
will  be  absent  from  work. 

3.  This  section  is  not  to  be  construed  by  any  employee 
or  Department  Head  as  a  subterfuge  for  time  off,  nor  shall  it 
apply  in  the  case  of  any  sickness  or  accident  caused  by  over- 
indulgence  in  alcohol  or  narcotics,  or  by  the  employee’s 
misconduct. 

4.  Department  Heads  shall  clearly  indicate  on  their  pay¬ 
rolls  all  payments  for  sick  leave.

MILITARY  LEAVE 

Regular  town  employees  shall  be  granted  leave  of  ab¬ 
sence,  without  pay,  for  duration  of  tour  of  duty;  and  shall 
also  be  entitled  to  the  vacation,  with  pay,  due  them  under 
the  vacation  provisions  of  this  plan. 

VACATION 

1.  Employees  shall  be  granted  one  (1)  week’s  vacation 
with  pay,  if  they  have  actually  worked  for  the  Town  for  thirty 
(30)  weeks  in  the  aggregate  during  the  twelve  (12)  months 
preceeding  the  the  first  day  of  June  in  the  first  year  of  em¬ 
ployment  and  two  (2)  weeks  with  pay  in  the  following  years. 

2.  Vacations  shall  be  granted  by  the  Department  Heads 
at  such  time  as,  in  their  opinion,  will  cause  the  least  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  performance  of  the  regular  work  of  the 
department.  Vacations  must  be  taken  in  the  year  in  which 
they  are  due,  and  shall  not  accumulate  from  year  to  year. 

3.  In  the  event  of  termination  of  employment  which  is 
caused  through  no  fault  of  the  employee,  provided  the  em¬ 
ployee  has  been  in  the  continuous  full  time  service  of  the 
town  for  at  least  one  (1)  year;  or  by  reason  of  retirement; 
the  employee  shall  be  paid,  or  entitled  to  time  off  with  pay, 
for  any  accrued  vacation  at  the  rate  of  one  (1)  day’s  regular 
pay  for  each  full  month  since  the  employee’s  preceeding  vaca¬ 
tion,  not  to  exceed  two  (2)  weeks  pay.  In  the  event  of  death 
of  an  employee  any  such  accrued  vacation  pay  shall  be  paid 
to  his  estate. 

HOLIDAYS 

1.  All  regular  full  time  employees  shall  receive  time  off 
without  loss  of  pay  on  the  following  State  Legal  Holidays 
provided  they  fall  on,  or  are  observed,  on  a  regular  scheduled 
work  day: 

New  Years  Day 
Washington’s  Birthday 
Patriot’s  Day 
Memorial  Day 
Independence  Day 
Labor  Day 
Columbus  Day 
Veteran’s  Day 
Thanksgiving  Day 
Christmas 

In  the  case  of  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  or  other  de¬ 
partments  whose  personnel  is  subject  to  duty  seven  days  a 
week,  those  regular  employees  who  are  assigned  to  duty  on 
a  holiday  shall  receive  a  compensatory  day  off. 
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JURY  DUTY 

If  an  employee  is  called  to  Jury  Duty  he  shall  receive  an 
amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  his  normal  compen¬ 
sation  and  the  amount  (excluding  any  travel  allowance)  re¬ 
ceived  for  such  duty  upon  presentation  of  evidence  of  the 
amount  so  paid. 

LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE 

Leave  of  absence  may  be  granted  for  valid  reasons  by  a 
Department  Head,  but  shall  be  without  compensation.  In  no 
event  shall  leave  of  absence  be  granted  for  the  purpose  of 
seeking,  or  trying  out,  another  job. 

PERSONNEL  BOARD 

1.  It  is  felt  by  this  committee  that  it  might  be  well  to 
have  a  Personnel  Board  appointed  to  administer  the  Salary 
administration  plan,  said  Board  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moder¬ 
ator  consisting  of  three  (3)  voters  other  than  employees  of 
the  Town,  or  those  serving  the  town  regularly  in  any  elective 
or  appointive  capacity.  Members  of  the  Board  shall  serve 
without  compensation  but  said  committee  to  have  expense 
account  not  exceeding  $150.00  annually. 

2.  The  Personnel  Board  would  from  time  to  time  review 
the  work  of  all  positions  subject  to  this  Salary  Schedule.  Such 
review  should  be  so  scheduled  as  to  cover  all  such  positions 
at  intervals  of  not  more  than  (3)  three  years. 

3.  Department  Heads  shall  make  recommendation  an¬ 
nually  on  all  phases  of  this  plan  as  regards  each  employee. 

4.  All  employees  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the 
Personnel  Board  from  decision  made  by  Department  Head 
on  matters  included  in  this  study  and  the  decision  of  the 
Personnel  Board  shall  be  final.

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Report  of  the  Assessors 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Assessors  are  recommending  that  the  same  amount 
as  last  year — $5,000,  be  included  in  the  Budget  for  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  the  Assessors’  Map  Program.  In  requesting  this 
amount,  the  Assessors  wish  to  point  out  that  under  the 
present  system,  all  the  money  appropriated  under  this  head¬ 
ing  goes  into  the  Map  Program.  Money  for  surveys,  formerly 
included  in  this  item,  is  now  provided  for  as  a  part  of  the 
cost  in  articles  calling  for  such  work. 

The  work  on  Assessors’  Maps  in  1968  was  largely  re¬ 
search  work  at  the  Barnstable  Registry  of  Deeds  and  Probate. 
The  information  thus  obtained  has  been  organized,  and  a 
series  of  sketch  maps  drawn  covering  a  considerable  area  in 
North  Harwich,  Pleasant  Lake  and  East  Harwich.  While  these 
sketch  maps  are  not  precisely  to  scale,  they  provide  an  ex¬ 
cellent  indication  of  the  location  and  size  of  parcels  of  land 
in  these  areas  and  their  relationship  to  one  another;  and 
have  been  particularly  useful  in  locating  land  which  has  not 
hitherto  been  assessed. 

Work  this  year  should  include  further  research  at  the 
Registry  to  extend  the  area  plotted  in  the  sketch  maps.  At 
the  same  time,  a  certain  amount  of  maintenance  work  is 
necessary  to  keep  our  present  maps  up  to  date.  As  new  sub¬ 
divisions  are  brought  in  and  new  road  layouts  accepted  they 
must  be  plotted  on  the  appropriate  maps,  and  necessary  files 
and  cross  references  established. 

The  Assessors  have  again  inserted  an  article  in  the  War¬ 
rant  requesting  funds  for  professional  equalization  or  regu¬ 
lation  of  all  the  real  estate  and  personal  property  of  the 
Town.  A  similar  article  was  defeated  last  year.  In  bringing 
the  matter  again  to  the  attention  of  the  voters,  the  Assessors 
realize  that  it  is  difficult  to  show  the  need  for  such  a  project 
without  going  into  more  detail  than  is  possible  or  practical 
in  a  report  of  this  kind.  Nevertheless,  affirmative  action  on 
this  article  is  strongly  recommended.  Experience  in  several 
other  Cape  Cod  towns  has  shown  gratifying  results.  Certainly, 
fair  minded  individuals  expect  to  pay  taxes.  Approval  of  this 
article  would  assure  everyone  that  he  is  paying  only  his  fair 
share.

“Section  10.  Enforcement.  This  By-Law  shall  be  en¬ 
forced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  through  the  Building 
Inspector.” 
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Section  13,  Paragraph  (B)  Delete  this  entire  paragraph 
and  insert  the  following  paragraph  in  place  thereof:

An  Act  to  Establish  a  Department  of  Waterways 
In  the  Town  of  Harwich 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  Town  of 
Harwich  a  department  to  be  known  as  the  Department  of 
Waterways,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Department,  and 
such  Department  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer 
to  be  known  as  the  Superintendent  of  the  Department  of 
Waterways,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Superintendent. 

The  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  said  Superintend¬ 
ent,  and  fix  his  compensation  not  to  exceed  the  appropri¬ 
ations  therefor,  and  may  remove  said  Superintendent  for 
cause  and  after  a  hearing. 

The  duties  of  the  Superintendent  shall  include  the  super¬ 
vision  of  all  municipal  property,  structures,  and  facilities 
which  are  located  on,  adjacent  to,  or  adjoining,  and  serve  the 
use  of,  the  shores,  lakes,  ponds,  rivers,  and  harbors  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich,  excepting  therefrom  any  part  of  the  public 
water  system  and  the  public  road  system,  but  including  the 
adjoining  parking  areas  and  any  part  of  the  public  road  sys¬ 
tem  which  might  reasonably  considered  to  be  a  part  of  those 
parking  areas. 
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The  Superintendent  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  pow¬ 
ers  and  duties  of  Harbormasters,  Wharfingers,  Shellfish  War¬ 
dens,  and  Herring  Supervisors.  He  shall  hire  all  employees 
and  purchase  all  materials,  supplies  and  services  necessary 
for  the  operation  of  the  Department.  He  may  appoint  such 
subordinate  officers  as  he  thinks  necessary  and  may  remove 
the  same  at  any  time  for  cause.  He  shall  fix  the  compensation 
for  all  members  of  the  Department  not  to  exceed  the  ap¬ 
propriation  therefor.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Select¬ 
men  he  may  enter  into  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  Town. 

The  Superintendent  may  make  rules  and  regulations  gov¬ 
erning  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  Department,  and, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  he  may  make  suit¬ 
able  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  the  property, 
structures  and  facilities  of  the  Department,  including  the 
charging  of  fees  therefor. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance 
by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  present 
and  voting  at  an  annual  or  special  town  meeting  called  for 
the  purpose  but  not  otherwise. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  an  Act 
passed  by  the  legislature  in  the  year  1958  entitled  “An  Act  to 
validate  the  laying  out,  alteration,  relocation,  or  discontinu¬ 
ance  of  certain  public  ways  in  the  Town  of  Harwich”  and  to 
act  fully  thereon.

An  Act  to  Validate  the  Laying  Out,  Alteration,  Relocation 
or  Discontinuance  of  Certain  Public  Ways  in

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Board  of  Health  to  employ  medical,  dental  and  other  pro¬ 
fessional  services  coming  under  their  jurisdiction  from  resr 
idents  in  the  Town  if  any  be  available.

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

We  herewith  submit  for  your  approval  a  report  of  the 
activities  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1958. 

The  reorganization  of  the  Commission  members  took 
place  as  usual  early  in  March  with  Francis  J.  Hibbert,  who 
was  reelected  at  the  Annual  Town  Election  for  a  three  year 
period,  as  Chairman  and  Harold  A.  Thompson  as  Secretary. 

The  customary  bidding  was  sought  early  in  the  year  for 
General  Water  Works  supplies  and  bids  were  called  on  March 
31,  1958  with  awards  made  to  the  following  companies: 

Hydrants  .  Public  Works  Supply  Co. 

Cast  Iron  Pipe  and  Fittings  .  Shahmoon  Industries  Co. 

Service  Pipe  .  Cement  Lined  Pipe  Co.

Although  101  service  connections  were  made  during  1958, 
main  line  construction  was  at  a  minimum  with  only  .70  miles 
of  mains  added  to  the  system.  This  was  due  in  part  to  adverse 
voting  at  the  Town  Meeting  on  water  articles  and  the  decline 
in  building  programs.  Consequently,  a  greater  number  of 
these  installations  were  made  on  the  already  existing  lines. 

The  drop  in  service  work  resulted  in  a  stepping  up  of  the 
maintenance  program.  A  thorough  inspection  of  gate  valves 
and  boxes  in  the  entire  system  was  effected  and  hydrants 
were  repaired  with  respect  to  proper  drainage.  During  the 
winter  months,  water  meters,  removed  from  seasonal  prop¬ 
erties  and  stored  at  the  Pumping  Station,  were  tested  for 
accuracy.  These  were  meters  that  had  been  in  use  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  or  better.  The  interior  of  the  Pumping 
Station  was  given  a  coat  of  paint  and  both  gasoline  and 
diesel  engines  were  operated  periodically  to  assure  us  of  their 
dependability  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

This  year  a  program  was  initiated  whereby  1,500  Red  Pine 
and  500  Norway  Spruce  transplants  were  set  out  along  the 
road  and  bank  by  our  sub-stations.  These  seedlings  were 
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purchased  from  the  State  and  the  employees  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  accomplished  the  planting  ably  assisted  by  the  Harwich 
Boy  Scouts  whom  we  wish  to  thank.  More  of  these  young 
trees  will  be  purchased  in  1959  and  planted  in  the  water-shed 
area. 

Because  of  abundant  rainfall  experienced  this  year,  water 
demands  decreased  and  our  pumping  records  show  that 
43,322,400  gallons  less  water  were  delivered  to  the  distribution 
system  than  in  1957.  A  total  of  61.91  inches  of  rain  was  re¬ 
corded  at  our  station  and  as  a  result  we  contemplate  a  decided 
low  in  excess  water  revenue  in  1959. 

This  year  the  Town  Government  Study  Committee  met  on 
several  occasions  with  Commission  members  and  the  Super¬ 
intendent  who  were  interviewed  relative  to  the  administrative 
procedures  and  operational  functions  of  the  department.  In 
their  report,  this  Committee  made  several  recommendations 
which  ithe  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  are  currently  study¬ 
ing.  We  are,  however,  in  the  process  of  rewriting  a  set  of 
rules  and  regulations  which  will  be  printed  in  booklet  form 
and  mailed  to  all  subscribers  in  the  very  near  future. 

Because  of  the  continuous  growth  of  our  department,  it 
is  now  quite  apparent  that  present  facilities  are  inadequate. 
More  office  space  is  essential  and  we  feel  that  this  situation 
can  be  alleviated  by  moving  meter  testing  equipment  and 
storage  racks  to  the  garage  from  the  engine  room  and  con¬ 
verting  this  area  into  an  office  for  the  Superintendent.  This 
would  involve  erecting  two  stalls  including  a  meter  room  plus 
the  installation  of  heating  units  in  the  present  garage  and  we 
are  requesting  funds  for  this  project  in  an  article  to  be  in¬ 
serted  in  the  1959  warrant. 

In  1957  under  Article  80  the  Town  acquired  by  eminent 
domain  for  the  Water  Department  a  parcel  of  land  off 
Pleasant  Bay  Road  in  East  Harwich  as  a  site  for  future  water 
supply  development.  Preliminary  explorations  in  1955  under 
the  direction  of  Whitman  &  Howard,  Consulting  Engineers, 
revealed  a  good  quality  of  water.  In  September  of  this  year, 
a  quotation  from  D.  L.  Maher  Co.  for  driving  wells  and  for 
equipment  was  accepted.  A  continuous  pumping  test  from 
October  10  to  October  14  was  carried  out  with  Water  Depart¬ 
ment  personnel  on  duty.  The  results  of  the  pumping  test  were 
sent  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  who  has  ap¬ 
proved  the  installation  of  permanent  works  at  this  location. 
A  letter  is  on  file  at  our  office  from  the  aforementioned  de¬ 
partment  relative  to  the  matter. 
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You  may  recall  that  in  our  1957  Annual  Report  it  was 
stated  ithat  we  had  been  faced  during  the  year  with  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  a  poor  quality  of  water  in  certain  sections  of  the  Town. 

Numerous  subscribers  complained  about  discoloration  and  an 
objectionable  odor  to  the  water.  Frequent  flushings  of  the 
mains  in  the  affected  areas  failed  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
and  this  matter  was  ultimately  referred  to  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health  who  advocated  treatment  with  a  poly¬ 
phosphate  compound  as  a  corrective  measure  all  water  sup¬ 
plied  from  our  stations.  However,  during  this  year,  few  com¬ 
plaints  have  been  received,  and  in  view  of  this  fact,  it  appears 
momentarily  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  comply  with  the 
suggestion  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  If  the  condition 
should  re-occur,  necessary  action  will  be  taken  to  correct  this 
problem. 

As  our  half -ton  1951  Pickup  Truck  has  been  driven  over 
99,000  miles  and  for  this  reason  is  becoming  costly  to  main¬ 
tain,  we  are  requesting  funds  for  a  new  vehicle  and  trust 
that  favorable  action  by  the  townspeople  will  be  forthcoming. 

During  the  past  summer  in  fulfillment  of  a  maintenance 
clause  in  the  contract  with  Roy  O.  Leonard,  Steeple  Jacks  and 
Riggers,  of  Framingham,  Mass.,  the  rusted  areas  on  the  struc¬ 
ture  of  the  elevated  water  tank  were  retouched.  Because  of 
climatic  conditions  in  this  locality,  it  appears  most  practical 
to  repaint  this  tank  and  the  standpipe  every  three  years  and 
an  artcle  will  be  inserted  in  the  1959  warrant  requesting  an 
appropriation  for  this  purpose.

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Report  of  the  Veterans’  Agent 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  year  just  concluded  was  without  doubt  the  busiest 
for  this  Department  since  Chapter  115  provided  Veterans’ 
Benefits  for  worthy  veterans.  Under  the  law  qualified  veter¬ 
ans  receive  Veterans  Benefits  for  their  wives,  their  children 
and  their  parents  and  none  others.  We  find  that  many  people 
have  the  mistaken  idea  that  veterans  receive  all  advantages 
merely  because  they  are  veterans.  As  a  matter  of  fact  no 
veteran  is  entitled  to  anything  unless  he  is  a  worthy  veteran 
and  has  eligibility,  which  means  that  he  must  be  in  need.  Un¬ 
less  there  is  NEED  he,  or  his  dependents,  receive  nothing  and 
were  he  not  a  veteran  and  in  need,  he  would  have  his  allevi¬ 
ation  from  the  Welfare  Department. 

Because  the  veteran  lost  his  Constitutional  rights  to 
freedom,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness  while  he  was 
serving  his  country  the  Commonwealth  feels,  rightly  so,  that 
he  deserves  special  consideration.  Certainly  we  must  not 
pauperize  any  individual  who  offered  his  life  in  time  of  war, 
and  a  grateful  Nation  has  the  same  regard  for  those  who  lost 
the  opportunity  to  earn  big  wages  during  the  period  of  war  as 
compared  with  the  civilian  population. 

The  World  War  I  veterans  are  now  rapidly  becoming  in 
need  of  hospitalization  and  with  an  average  age  of  over  65 
this  is  to  be  expected.  However,  wre  have  been  able  to  obtain 
pensions  for  many  of  these  deserving  cases  and  this  item 
brings  money  into  the  Town  rather  than  adding  to  the  local 
case  load.  Yet,  when  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  disability 
treated  in  other  than  Veterans  Administration  facilities,  we 
find  the  rate  per  day  in  local  hospitals  expensive  and  the  total 
cost  to  this  Department  not  only  costly  but  an  impossibility 
to  determine  in  advance.  That  is  why  it  is  necessary  to  call 
upon  the  Finance  Committee  for  financial  assistance  in  the 
past,  but  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  first  time  we 
were  able  to  complete  the  year  without  calling  upon  our  very 
cooperative  and  considerate  officials. 

Another  factor  in  estimating  the  cost  for  operating  the 
Department  is  that  the  total  number  of  veterans  has  not  been 
increased.  Not  since  January  31,  1955  has  there  been  a  vet¬ 
eran  added  to  the  eligible  potential,  and  this  official  ending  of 
the  Korean  War  denies  all  those  who  have  since  entered  the 
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services  any  benefit  whatsoever.  In  fact  these  lads  are  de¬ 
serving  of  more  consideration  than  they  have  received  to 
date  and  when  they  are  removed  from  the  class  rooms,  they 
should  be  eligible  for  GI  Education  when  they  are  discharged. 
Unfortunately,  they  are  merely  peace  time  ex-soldiers  rather 
than  carpenters,  plumbers  or  what  have  you.  To  compete 
with  the  Communists  these  young  men  should  be  given  free 
education  by  a  grateful  country,  especially  in  electronics  and 
the  sciences  and  higher  learning.  An  ignorant  Nation  and  a 
bankrupt  Nation  is  easy  for  Communistic  infiltration  and  con¬ 
trol.  Two  good  reasons  why  we  must  practice  economy  and 
encourage  education. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  487  of  the  Acts  of  1958 
we  are  now  obliged  to  place  a  Real  Estate  lien  on  the  property 
of  parents  of  veterans  who  apply  for  and  accept  VB.  This 
brings  our  Department  in  conformity  with  the  OAA  and 
brings  no  hardship  to  any  veteran  or  his  parents.  It  merely 
protects  the  tax  payers,  and  veterans  generally  agree  that  it 
is  a  just  law  and  they  realize  that  they,  too,  are  tax  payers. 

As  we  conclude  this  report  we  want  to  thank  the  Town 
officials  for  /their  cooperation  and  especially  do  we  recognize 
the  interest  beyond  the  call  of  duty,  accorded  us  by  State 
Investigator  L.  J.  “Bud”  McManus  who  now  resides  as  a  Cape 
Codder  in  West  Dennis.  We  also  salute  the  veterans  them¬ 
selves  who  appreciate  services  rendered  them  and  thank  them 
for  their  unselfish  requests  and  kindly  understanding.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Planning  Board  met  and 
reorganized,  electing  Mr.  A.  F.  Trowbridge  chairman,  with 
Mrs.  Esther  A.  Stidstone  acting  again  as  clerk.  Mr.  Johnson, 
however,  still  devoted  much  time  to  investigating  plans,  in¬ 
terviewing  abutters  and  signing  plans  approved  by  the  Board 
when  necessary.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Johnson  for  his  chairmanship  of  the  Board  since  its  inception. 
Hundreds  of  hours  of  his  time  have  been  given  to  the  study 
of  Planning  for  the  benefit  of  the  Harwich  citizenry. 

Six  subdivisions  of  property  requiring  hearings  have  been 
approved,  as  well  as  twenty-four  plans  which  did  not  require 
hearings  but  were  reviewed  and  signed  by  the  Board  for  filing 
with  the  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Barnstable  or  Land  Court  in 
Boston. 

On  December  29  the  Board  Sponsored  a  hearing  on  the 
revision  and  clarification  of  the  Town  By-Laws.  The  Exten¬ 
sion  of  Industrial  Area  was  again  brought  up  before  the 
citizens.  Some  changes  were  made  in  the  revision  and  clari¬ 
fication.  The  vote  of  the  meeting  was  to  again  postpone  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Industrial  Extension  Area  until  such  time 
as  the  need  should  arise.

Report  of  the  Harwich 
Regional  District  Planning  Committee  1959 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  November  and  December  members  of  the  Harwich 
and  Chatham  Regional  District  Planning  Committees  met 
with  representatives  of  the  School  Building  Assistants  Com¬ 
mission.  The  needs  of  our  towns  appeared  to  be  almost 
identical. 

By  1967  both  Chatham  and  Harwich  will  require  all  of 
their  existing  school  buildings  to  accommodate  Kindergarten 
through  the  sixth  grades.  The  obvious  solution  would  be  a 
combined  Junior-Senior  High  School.  What  is  more  impor¬ 
tant,  by  combining  the  school  populations  at  this  level  a  far 
more  desirable  curriculum  can  be  offered  at  much  less  ex¬ 
pense  than  if  each  town  tries  to  solve  its  space  problem  alone. 

By  way  of  cost  comparison  it  was  pointed  out  that  instead 
of  receiving  20%  State  aid  by  “going  it  alone”,  a  region  would 
receive  35%  of  the  cost  of  the  building  plus  all  planning  and 
architects  fees.  After  the  building  was  built  there  would  be 
an  additional  15%  of  State  aid  for  current  expenses.  And  fur¬ 
ther,  the  towns  would  be  reimbursed  for  the  entire  cost  of 
transportation. 

It  was  the  feeling  of  the  Commission  that  if  this  building 
became  a  reality  it  should  be  an  800  pupil  unit.  Based  on  a 
recently  built  school  of  this  size  figures  were  quoted  which 
amounted  to  approximately  $460,000.00  for  the  cost  of  con¬ 
struction  to  each  town.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that  it  cost 
another  town  which  had  rejected  regionalization  as  much  to 
build  a  school  to  meet  its  needs  as  it  did  a  region  of  two 
towns  to  house  all  its  pupils. 

Your  Harwich  Committee  sincerely  believes  that  there  is 
every  reason  to  wait  and  see  what  action  Chatham  will  take 
regarding  the  report  of  their  Regional  Committee  at  their 
coming  Town  Meeting  and  to  pursue  most  earnestly  every 
avenue  of  approach  to  a  region  of  the  two  towns.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

In  reviewing  the  past  year  for  the  Ninth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Harwich  Playground  and  Recreation  Commission,  we 
find  in  1958  many  and  varied  activities  were  crowding  the 
Recreation  Building.  As  12,410  individuals,  engaged  in  450 
group  activities,  overflowed  the  limited  space,  the  need  for 
a  large  all  purpose  room,  or  preferably  a  new  multi-purpose 
community  building  was  re-emphasized. 

In  keeping  with  the  brightening  up  process,  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  made,  namely — the  painting  of  the  east  side, 
the  rear  outside  entrances  and  the  lettering  on  the  west  end. 

In  addition  there  is  the  new  electrified  bulletin  board — a  gift 
— which  supplies  a  long  felt  need. 

In  progress  is  a  landscape  “face  lifting”  which  has  been 
made  possible  by  a  half-dozen  generous  contributors  of  pre¬ 
cious  time  and  energy,  professional  advice,  and  valuable  plant 
material.  Other  gifts  have  included  a  set  of  swings  for  the 
Play  Area. 

The  Sports  Program,  sponsored  by  the  Commission,  has 
grown  and  becomes  more  varied  with  each  year  of  operation. 
In  the  summer  of  1958,  seventy  boys  and  girls  attended  the 
Beginner’s  Swimming  Class.  Seventeen  of  this  group  were 
awarded  certificates.  Many  children,  here  on  short  vacation, 
who  although  qualified,  were  unable  to  take  the  required 
final  tests. 

Eighteen  participated  in  the  Intermediate  Class,  of  which 
fourteen  received  certificates.  Eleven  registered  Swimmers 
were  all  awarded  certificates,  and  of  the  eight  Junior  Life 
Savers,  four  qualified. 

Thirty-five  boys  registered  for  Baseball  Lessons;  fifteen 
boys  and  girls  in  Archery;  twenty  in  Tennis  and  four  in  Golf. 

Field  Day,  a  completely  new  feature,  topped  the  program 
and  was  a  huge  success  indicating  a  traditional  finish  for 
future  seasons. 
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The  Sports  Director  suggests  that  the  1959  program  in¬ 
clude  kick,  volley,  dodge,  and  softball,  horseshoes ,  and  a 
sprinkling  of  treasure  hunts  and  hikes. 

One  of  the  most  critical  problems  facing  the  Commission 
for  the  coming  year  is  the  possible  re-location  of  the  swim¬ 
ming  program.  Rough  surf  and  fog  at  the  Bank  Street  Beach 
emphasized  the  need  for  a  safe,  fresh  water  sandy  bottom 
pond  where  the  complete  swiming  program  might  be  con¬ 
ducted.  The  requirements  would  include  also  the  construction 
of  a  T  or  U  Type  dock,  and  the  use  of  a  boat,  ring  buoy,  life 
lines  and  First  Aid  equipment. 

Presently  under  construction,  as  a  further  development 
of  the  Recreational  Area,  is  a  Multi-purpose  Athletic  Field. 
This  field  which  should  be  completed  for  the  summer,  may 
be  used  for  archery,  football,  and  as  a  practice  area  for  many 
other  sports. 

We  feel  there  is  a  definite  need  for  a  full-time,  year  round 
Director  Co-ordinator  of  Recreation  in  the  very  near  future. 
The  lifeblood  of  the  Cape  is  recreation  in  its  varied  forms  and 
many  of  our  neighboring  towns  have  recognized  this  fact  by 
hiring  part  or  full  time  Recreation  Directors. 

The  Commission  has  and  will  continue  to  assist  the  Cre¬ 
ative  Arts  Program  and  the  Theatre  Workshop  of  the  Harwich 
Junior  Theatre.  Urgent  is  the  need  of  a  well-equipped  perma¬ 
nent  home  for  our  outstanding  community  project — the  Har¬ 
wich  Junior  Theatre,  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Council. 
“Our  good  town  fathers  have  been  most  cooperative  and  for 
eight  seasons  (eighth  1959)  have  housed  our  self-supporting, 
non  profit  ‘Theatre  Unique’,  in  the  Exchange  Playhouse. 
Offering  the  family-public  the  best  in  Children’s  Classics — 
its  continued  successes  have  proved  an  asset  which  Harwich 
can  point  to  with  pride.”

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Report  of  the  Park  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  year  1958,  the  Park  Commissioners  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  fulfilling  the  many  and  several  wishes  of  the  voters 
of  the  town.  Among  these  wishes  can  be  listed  the  following: 

BROOKS  PARK:  The  regular  landscaping,  servicing  and 
policing  duties  were  carried  on  in  detail.  A  second  tennis 
court  was  constructed  adjacent  to  the  original  court  making 
a  double  playing  area  of  100  x  125  feet  with  new  fence  enclos¬ 
ing  the  new  addition.  This  work  was  done  by  the  only  concern 
in  this  territory  specializing  in  this  type  of  fence  construction. 
The  area  adjacent  to  the  tennis  courts  was  graded  and  a  new 
picnic  area  formed.  A  baseball  practice-slide  pit  was  con¬ 
structed  at  the  north  end  of  the  park.  The  bandstand  was 
repaired  and  painted.  An  obstruction  was  placed  across  the 
roadway  leading  into  the  original  picnic  area  to  prevent 
vehicles  from  driving  across  the  newly  seeded  section  and  to 
help  prevent  erosion  at  the  south-east  corner  of  the  park. 
This  roadway  was  becoming  increasingly  dangerous  to  drive 
over.  Several  dead  trees  were  removed  and  the  excavations 
filled  and  seeded.  Some  sections  of  the  grandstand  had  to  be 
reinforced  and  painted  and  some  sections  of  wire  screening 
were  replaced.  All  picnic  tables  were  repaired  and  painted. 
Several  new  settee  benches  were  purchased  for  use  in  Brooks 
Park  and  Doane  Park.  A  new  work  bench  was  constructed 
in  the  equipment  building  and  a  new  overhead  storage  space 
added.  A  drain  for  excess  water  removal  was  constructed  at 
the  west  end  of  the  equipment  building.  Both  shuffle  board 
courts  were  repainted  and  numbered  and  some  of  the  worn 
out  equipment  replaced.  All  machinery  received  final  servic¬ 
ing  preparatory  to  proper  storage  for  the  winter. 

HARWICHPORT  PARKING  LOT:  An  attractive  comfort 
station  was  erected,  landscaped  and  put  into  operation  this 
summer.  An  attendant  was  engaged  to  clean  the  building 
and  empty  waste  receptacles  daily.  A  supply  of  paper  towels, 
hand  soap,  lightbulbs  and  other  miscellaneous  items  were 
purchased.  Coin-operated  booths  were  installed  in  both  the 
mens  and  womens  lavatories.  These  booths  are  maintained 
and  serviced  at  no  expense  to  the  town.  Sixty  percent  of  all 
receipts  from  the  coin-operated  booths  is  turned  over  to  the 
town  after  a  monthly  accounting.  The  rose  bushes  bordering 
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the  lot  were  trimmed  and  the  fencing  repaired.  The  area 
adjacent  to  the  north  exit  roadway  from  the  parking  lot  was 
cleared  and  the  brush  and  debris  removed. 

LONG  POND  PUBLIC  BEACH:  The  picnic  area  together 
with  the  parking  lot  were  cleaned  and  waste  receptacles  emp¬ 
tied  daily.  The  temporary  boat  launching  ramp  was  repaired 
several  times.  Two  picnic  tables  were  placed  there  for  public 
use. 


SQUARES:  All  fourteen  squares  received  regular  week¬ 
ly  attention.  Flowers,  plants,  bulbs,  etc.  were  rotated  and  cul¬ 
tivated  and  many  new  plants  added  throughout  the  spring 
and  summer  seasons. 

A  complete  layout  of  long  range  plans  were  drawn  up  by 
this  board.  Labor  and  material  involved  will  be  amortized 
over  a  five-year  period.  These  plans  pertain,  in  part,  to  the 
further  development  of  Brooks  Park  and  the  public  beach  at 
(the  east  end  of  Long  Pond.  The  present  usable  area  at  the 
Long  Pond  beach  covers  only  about  one -half  the  total  area 
owned  by  the  town,  at  this  location.  In  our  opinion  this  area 
is  one  of  the  finest  prospective  fresh  water  beach  areas  on 
the  Cape  and  its  early  development  is  deemed  imperative  in 
view  of  the  increase  of  our  summer  visitors  number  wishing 
to  use  these  facilities. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Park  Commis¬ 
sioners  and  an  even  more  demanding  one  is  anticipated  in 
1959.  We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many 
persons,  residents  and  non-residents,  who  have  cooperated 
with  us  in  making  our  parks  and  squares  something  we  can 
all  be  proud  of.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Harwich,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

In  1958  the  cooperative  scientific  shellfish  program  be¬ 
tween  the  Department  of  Marine  Fisheries  and  the  Town 
completed  its  third  year.  A  complete  record  has  been  kept 
on  water  temperatures  and  salinity  along  with  growth  rates 
and  set  counts.  From  now  on  we  have  basic  figures  to  work 
with,  and  each  year’s  results  can  be  analyzed  by  using  the 
data  that  has  been  collected. 

The  plastic  screen  tests  have  been  started  by  setting  out 
three  sections  of  screening.  Two  more  sections  are  to  be  set 
out  in  April  after  the  ice  is  out  of  the  areas.  This  test  is  to  see 
how  much  soft  shell  clam  spat  can  be  caught.  The  spat  thus 
caught  will  be  set  in  certain  areas  on  our  fiats.  The  results 
will  not  be  known  until  late  summer  of  1959.  However,  plastic 
screen  has  been  used  successfully  in  Essex,  Massachusetts, 
for  the  last  few  years. 

This  year  in  December  an  oyster  area  was  opened.  These 
oysters  were  raised  and  transplanted  by  the  Town  and  are 
of  excellent  quality  and  size.  Buying  oysters  on  the  outside 
for  transplanting  is  not  a  good  practice.  The  price  is  high 
(about  $3.00  per  10  qt.  pail),  and  the  shack  in  these  oysters 
contains  oyster  drills  and  drill  eggs.  The  oyster  bed  at  Round 
Cove  has  been  made  nearly  100%  clean  of  oyster  drills  by  the 
use  of  copper  filings  and  copper  sulphate. 

Also  in  December  we  opened  Round  Cove  for  quahaugs. 
There  are  plenty  available  for  everyone.  Over  300  bushels 
were  planted  beside  a  natural  set  and  a  hold-over  from  last 
year.  Other  areas  were  not  planted  this  year  due  to  dredging 
operations  in  Wychmere  and  Allens  Harbor. 

Lindane  was  used  again  to  control  Green  Crabs  and,  as 
the  crabs  migrate,  it  will  have  to  be  used  each  year  to  keep 
them  under  control. 

Scallops  were  in  fair  supply  this  year,  and  should  be 
about  the  same  next  year.  All  our  scallops  are  in  deep  water 
and  a  boat  and  drag  are  needed  to  get  them.  The  scallops 
that  do  set  in  shallow  water  are  eaten  by  the  gulls  or  washed 
ashore  and  die.  Shallow  water  gives  them  no  protection  from 
their  natural  enemies.

Board  of  Health 

Town  of  Harwich,  Massachusetts 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  no  cases  of  paralytic 
poliomyelitis  were  reported  in  this  county.  Distribution  of 
polio  vaccine  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  has, 
this  year,  been  limited  to  a  supply  for  infants  and  pregnant 
women.  Clinics  organized  for  the  vaccination  of  persons  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of  20  and  40  years,  were,  for  the  most  part, 
not  well  attended,  and  this  age  group  has  not  been  as  well 
protected  as  the  childhood  group. 

With  financial  assistance  provided  by  the  Barnstable 
County  Public  Health  Association,  educational  classes  were 
organized  for  the  benefit  of  all  Public  Health  Nurses  in  the 
County.  Six  sessions  were  held  and  all  were  well  attended 
by  the  nurses.  Topics  covered  were:  Priorities  in  Public 
Health  Nursing  Service,  Methods  of  Developing  a  Community 
Safety  Education  Program,  Functions  of  a  Public  Health 
Nurse  in  a  School  Health  Program,  Planning  a  Program,  and 
Tuberculosis  Control. 

During  the  year,  a  team,  consisting  of  personnel  and 
students  from  the  Harvard  University  School  of  Public  Health, 
has  made  a  survey  of  Public  Health  practices  in  this  county. 
Final  reports  of  this  study  are  now  being  distributed  to  your 
Board.

Celebration  Committee 
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Report  of  the  Harwich  School 
Space  Needs  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  School  Space  Needs  Committee  created  by  Article  18 
of  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  of  1957  has  continued  to  func¬ 
tion  during  the  past  year.  It  has  met  eight  times,  once  in 
Harwich  with  the  State  School  Building  Assistance  Commis¬ 
sion.  In  accordance  with  the  original  thinking  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  it  has  been  concerned  with  two  basic  lines  of  action, 
one  a  short  range  plan  which  would  take  care  of  immediate 
pressing  needs,  the  other,  a  long  range  plan  which  would 
provide  for  a  regional  high  school  for  Harwich,  Chatham  and 
possibly  Brewster,  if  these  towns  outside  our  town  limits 
should  be  interested  in  such  a  union. 

Throughout  our  deliberations  the  Committee  has  been 
concerned  with  providing  and  recommending  the  most  effect¬ 
ive  provisions  for  the  education  of  our  children  and  youth, 
and  at  the  same  time  the  most  economical  program  for  the 
town  to  support.  We  had  hoped  to  be  in  possession  of  a  plan 
which  we  could  recommend  at  the  1959  town  meeting  for 
the  solution  of  the  temporary  needs  of  the  schools.  In  some 
ways  this  plan  would  have  been  ideal  for  the  temporary 
relief  of  the  senior  high  school  and  for  the  future  growth  of 
the  increasing  elementary  school  population,  perhaps  for  all 
time  to  come.  This  plan  would  have  called  for  a  single  and 
comparatively  inexpensive  nine  room  addition  to  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school  which  would  be  used  immediately  to  house  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  special  classes,  thus  relieving 
the  present  high  school  building  and  enabling  the  town  to 
abandon  Brooks  Academy  for  school  purposes.  It  also  would 
have  provided  for  an  auditorium-gymnasium  which  would 
make  possible  a  fine  physical  education  and  extra-curriculum 
program  for  the  senior  high  school  as  well  as  solving  the  need 
of  the  community  at  large  for  an  adequate  municipal  audi¬ 
torium. 

Two  factors  have  caused  your  Committee  to  at  least  post¬ 
pone  this  recommendation — the  first  is  that  the  Town  of 
Chatham  has  appointed  a  Regional  School  Committee  and 
this  Committee  has  met  three  times  with  the  Regional  School 
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Committee  of  Harwich,  twice  with  the  State  Building  Assist¬ 
ance  Commission.  There  are  so  many  obvious  advantages  in 
a  Regional  High  School  for  the  two  communities,  both  in 
costs  and  in  the  quality  and  amount  of  secondary  education 
that  can  be  offered  in  a  regional  school  that  it  seems  best  to 
the  School  Space  Needs  Committee  to  delay  its  recommenda¬ 
tions  until  such  time  as  it  is  clear  that  Chatham  and  Harwich 
do  wish  to  join  together  in  one  high  school  or  decide  not  to 
do  so.  It  is  hoped  that  that  decision  can  be  reached  within 
the  current  calendar  year. 

The  second  factor  that  causes  this  Committee  to  postpone 
its  recommendation  is  found  in  the  fact  that  a  projection  of 
the  school  population  over  a  period  of  ten  years  shows  that 
in  all  probability  the  present  school  facilities  can  be  adequate 
in  Harwich  for  at  least  a  period  of  two  years  ahead.  While 
there  may  be  some  crowding  and  handicaps  at  the  high 
school  and  in  individual  grades  here  and  there,  these  diffi¬ 
culties  may  be  met  by  the  hiring  of  a  few  additional  teachers, 
but  without  the  danger  of  double  sessions  at  any  grade  level 
throughout  the  school  system. 

While  school  population  projections  are  proving  some¬ 
what  unreliable  throughout  the  country  due  to  shifts  of  fam¬ 
ilies  from  one  community  to  another  and  exceedingly  high 
birth  rates  the  projections  of  school  population  in  Harwich 
of  the  past  few  years  have  been  realistic  and  reasonably  ac¬ 
curate  when  based  on  present  class  size  and  connected  by 
birth  rates  within  the  community.  There  has  been  and  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  addition  of  some  new  families  each  year,  but  due 
to  the  absence  of  sizeable  industrial  plants  in  this  area  it  does 
not  seem  probable  that  the  school  population  will  increase 
significantly  over  and  above  the  number  of  children  already 
in  attendance  in  the  lower  elementary  grades.  The  latest 
projection  of  school  population  for  a  ten  year  period  shows 
by  1966-67  an  increase  of  48  children  in  the  kindergarten  and 
first  three  grades,  an  increase  of  61  in  grades  4-6,  an  increase 
of  40  in  grades  7  and  8;  also,  an  increase  of  78  in  the  high 
school  or  a  total  increase  of  227  boys  and  girls  in  the  ten  year 
period.  It  actually  may  be  more  than  that.  It  certainly  will 
not  be  less.  Consequently  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  ad¬ 
ditional  housing  space  for  both  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  pupils  in  the  years  ahead. 

If  the  Regional  High  School  idea  can  be  achieved  it  will 
be  possible  to  have  a  four  year  school  of  500  pupils  or  a  six 
year  school  of  800  pupils  serving  the  two  towns  at  a  consider¬ 
ably  lower  cost  of  construction  and  at  a  lower  cost  of  main- 
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tenance  and  operation  than  would  be  possible  for  either  town 
if  it  goes  its  present  way  of  separate  high  schools.  In  addition 
and  most  important  such  a  regional  school  would  be  able  to 
offer  a  much  richer  and  more  diversified  program  of  edu¬ 
cation  for  its  youth. 

For  the  increase  in  elementary  school  population  the 
present  high  school  plant  could  be  modified  at  almost  neglig¬ 
ible  expense  to  accommodate  all  increased  elementary  school 
population.  Thus  for  the  forseeable  future  the  only  school 
building  cost  for  the  Town  of  Harwich  would  be  its  share, 
50%  of  the  regional  high  school. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  School  Space  Needs  Committee  that 
it  will  be  able  to  make  specific  recommendations  for  the  1960 
Town  Meeting  or  before  that  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting.  The 
funds  provided  by  the  Town  Meeting  of  1957,  $4,000  would 
seem  to  be  adequate  for  the  expenses  of  this  preliminary 
planning  group.

Report  of  the  Insect  Pest  Control 
and  Tree  Warden  Departments 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich : 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  has  been  a  year  our 
roadsides  have  been  nearly  free  from  wcodticks  and  leaf  eat¬ 
ing  pest.  This  condition  I  believe  was  due  to  the  wet  cold 
Spring.  There  was  hardly  a  day  that  passed  without  some 
rain. 

Many  of  the  pest  such  as  the  Tent  Caterpillar,  Japanese 
beetles,  Pine  tip  worm,  and  Earwigs  had  all  the  signs  for  a 
large  increase  over  last  year,  but  this  was  not  the  way  it 
turned  out.  The  weather  man  changed  their  plans,  it  seems, 
and  there  was  a  small  decrease  instead. 

The  cold  wet  weather,  while  helping  to  keep  down  the 
number  of  worms  and  beetles,  was  certainly  of  no  help  to  the 
small  maples  and  planetrees.  The  dampness  and  lack  of  sun¬ 
shine  caused  these  trees  to  have  a  fungus  disease.  Many  of 
their  leaves  turned  yellow  and  fell  off.  It  was  necessary  to 
spray  these  trees  two  or  three  times  with  a  fungicide. 

A  worm  known  as  the  Pine  Saw  Fly  is  increasing  in  num¬ 
bers  very  rapidly  in  the  Pleasant  Lake  area  and  must  be 
watched  very  carefully  the  years  ahead.  Many  of  the  pine 
trees  were  infested  and  much  damage  done  this  year. 

There  was  no  increase  in  the  Gypsy  moth  population  as 
we  had  expected.  The  Brewster  State  park  was  sprayed  twice 
by  airplane  and  I  believe  this  was  the  reason.  As  usual  thirty- 
five  moth  traps  were  set  out  and  maintained  during  July  and 
August.  The  results  were,  eleven  millers  captured,  a  much 
smaller  number  than  last  year.  The  Cape  is  not  free  of  the 
Gypsy  moth  and  a  bad  infestation  can  break  out  most  any¬ 
where.  It  did  in  the  Brewster  State  Park  two  years  ago. 

Specimens  were  taken  from  twenty-five  sick  looking  elm 
trees  and  sent  to  Amherst  College  for  culturing.  It  was  found 
that  eleven  of  these  trees  were  dying  from  the  Dutch  Elm 
Disease  and  will  have  to  be  taken  down  before  Spring.  Six  of 
these  trees  are  on  town  roads  and  will  be  removed  by  this 
department.  The  State  Department  of  Public  Works  are  going 
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to  remove  the  diseased  ones  from  the  State  highway.  I  have 
an  article  in  the  warrant  for  the  1959  annual  town  meeting 
to  see  what  the  town  will  vote  to  do  with  diseased  trees  on 
private  property.  Some  towns  pay  all  the  cost  of  removal,  and 
some  pay  a  part,  and  some  don’t  pay  anything,  but  make  the 
owner  pay  all.  The  latter  is  what  this  town  has  been  doing 
in  the  past.  Three  large  stumps  from  diseased  trees  were  re¬ 
moved  this  year.  These  trees  died  two  years  ago  and  were 
taken  down,  but  there  were  no  funds  allowed  for  removal  of 
these  stumps.  This  is  a  very  bad  thing  to  do  as  it  spreads  the 
disease  very  fast.  All  the  elm  trees  in  town  were  sprayed  at 
least  once  and  most  of  them  twice,  or  three  times.  The  Dutch 
Elm  Disease  is  caused  by  a  fungus  and  loves  damp,  wet  wea¬ 
ther  to  grow  and  thrive  in. 

The  work  of  the  Tree  Warden’s  department  was  about 
the  same  as  usual,  except  the  small  maples  set  out  every  year 
didn’t  need  water  in  July  and  August. 

The  only  wind  damage  the  trees  suffered  was  on  the  night 
of  January  8.  Several  large  pines  and  one  elm  were  destroyed 
and  some  small  limbs  broken. 

Twenty-five  dead  trees  were  taken  down  this  year.  Of 
this  number  most  of  them  were  pine  from  the  camp  ground 
area. 

Twenty-five  10  -  12  foot  Norway  Maples  were  set  out 
along  town  roads  as  follows:  West  Harwich  3,  North  Harwich 
2,  East  Harwich  2,  Pleasant  Lake  2,  Harwich  Center  6,  Har- 
wichport  10.  Five  Spruce  trees  were  set  out  in  the  old  East 
Harwich  cemetery.  Three  of  the  maples  were  used  to  replace 
the  ones  that  died  during  last  year’s  dry  spell.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals 

The  Harwich  Board  of  Appeals  has  held  six  public  hear¬ 
ings  in  1958,  and  seventeen  petitioners  have  presented  their 
cases  at  their  hearings.  After  thoughtful  discussions  and 
deliberation  the  Board  has  granted  twelve  requests,  denied 
six  and  given  permission  for  half  of  one  request  while  deny¬ 
ing  the  second  part.  The  Board  feels  that  the  cases  have 
been  presented  well  and  show  great  care  in  their  preparation 
by  the  petitioners. 

In  March  when  Col.  Ralph  Cummings  declined  to  con¬ 
tinue  as  chairman,  Mr.  Leland  McKenney  was  elected  to  that 
position  by  the  Board,  with  Mr.  Herbert  Morse  continuing 
to  act  as  a  most  valuable  vice-chairman.  Then  Mr.  McKen¬ 
ney  found  it  necessary  to  resign  from  the  Board  in  Sept.,  Mr. 
Morse  acted  as  chairman  until  the  election  of  Mrs.  Earle 
Sims  in  Oct.  With  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Peter  Barber  in 
Sept,  the  Board  lost  another  valuable  member.  Thanks  are 
due  to  Mr.  McKenney  and  Mr.  Barber  for  their  splendid  serv¬ 
ice  to  the  Board,  and  to  Col.  Cummings  for  his  able  work  as 
Chairman  for  the  previous  year.  Mr.  Chas,  W.  Chase  of 
East  Harwich  and  Mr.  Donald  Hall  of  Harwich  Port  were 
appointed  to  the  vacancies  from  the  alternate  list,  and  Mr. 
Wm.  Chandler,  Mr.  Biddle  Thompson  and  Mr.  A.  S.  Mazzur 
have  served  several  times  as  alternates  at  public  hearings 
and  meetings. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  again  to  Mr. 
Morse  for  his  great  interest  and  extensive  research  on  the 
subject  of  protective  by-laws.  It  wishes  also  to  express  ap¬ 
preciation  for  the  valuable  service  given  by  the  secretary, 
Mrs.  Irvin  Phipps.

Harwich  Board  of  Appeals 
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Report  of  Town  Government  Study  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  Town  Government  Study  Committee  has 
completed  its  first  full  year  in  existence.  During  this  past 
year  it  has  undertaken  an  intensive  study  of  the  town’s 
Water  Department,  a  study  which  took  the  committee  sev¬ 
eral  months  to  complete. 

From  the  study  the  committee  has  gained  valuable  in¬ 
formation,  not  only  about  the  Water  Department  itself,  but 
information  and  ideas  which  will  be  of  material  aid  in  fu¬ 
ture  studies  to  be  made  by  the  committee.  It  has  learned 
through  trial  and  error  how  to  better  serve  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  established  in  1957. 

When  this  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Town  Mod¬ 
erator  late  in  the  Spring  of  1957,  there  had  never  been  a 
similar  committee  from  which  this  group  could  obtain  guid¬ 
ance  in  achieving  the  aims  established  for  it  by  the  voters. 
The  commttee  members  were  all  faced  with  the  problem  of 
undertaking  a  task  for  which  they  had  no  previous  expe¬ 
rience  and  for  which  there  was  no  precedent.  For  that 
reason  it  was  necessary  for  the  committee  to  “feel  its  way” 
during  the  first  year  of  its  existence. 

Now,  with  more  than  a  year  of  experience,  the  commit¬ 
tee  has  sought  to  put  in  writing  what  it  feels  should  be  the 
aims  and  objectives  it  should  pursue. 

The  members  of  the  study  committee  believe  that  much 
benefit  can  be  derived  from  a  comprehensive  study  and  in¬ 
vestigation  of  the  various  phases  of  our  town  government. 
As  a  result,  the  committee  has  set  up  the  following  objec¬ 
tives  which  it  believes  will  be  of  material  aid  in  bringing 
better  town  government  to  Harwich: 

1.  A  detailed  study  of  every  town  department,  with  an 
eye  to  increasing  efficiency  within  departments  and  at  the 
same  time  to  bring  about  a  better  coordination  of  activities 
and  working  relationships  between  departments. 

2.  A  study  of  the  facilities  and  equipment  of  our  de¬ 
partments  with  special  attention  to  long-range  expansion 
needs. 

3.  A  study  of  the  costs  of  municipal  government  and 
their  effect  on  property  values  and  the  local  tax  structure. 
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4.  A  study  of  how  our  local  government  units  can  work 
effectively  for  a  better,  more  attractive  Harwich,  thus  en¬ 
couraging  business  to  locate  here,  Summer  residents  to  visit 
here,  and  year-round  residents  to  build  here — all  with  the  in¬ 
tent  of  discovering  proper  means  for  boosting  the  economy  of 
the  town  and  bringing  a  better  standard  of  living  to  its 
residents. 

In  attempting  to  achieve  these  objectives  the  committee 
wishes  to  emphasize  that  it  must  have,  and  will  welcome,  the 
cooperation  of  all  town  officials  and  department  heads  and 
the  residents  of  the  town.  The  committee  wants  to  work 
with  town  officials  and  it  firmly  believes  that  the  best  re¬ 
sults  for  the  town  can  be  achieved  only  through  mutual  co¬ 
operation. 

At  this  time  the  committee  wishes  to  express  its  appre¬ 
ciation  to  the  town  officials  who  have  aided  the  committee 
during  the  past  year,  particularly  the  selectmen  who  have 
always  been  ready  to  respond  with  information  and  to  meet 
with  the  committee.  It  also  expresses  its  appreciation  to  the 
officials  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  cooperation  given 
by  them  in  the  study  of  the  department. 

The  committee  is  this  year  submitting  two  articles  to 
the  voters  for  their  consideration.  The  first  is  an  article 
similar  to  one  which  was  adopted  by  voters  two  years  ago 
but  was  ruled  invalid  by  the  State  Attorney-General.  This 
deals  with  a  prohibition  against  town  officials,  elected  or 
appointed,  from  having  any  part  in  any  contract  in  which 
they  may  have  a  personal  financial  interest. 

The  committee  would  like  to  emphasize  at  this  time  that 
this  article  is  not  being  placed  before  the  voters  again  be¬ 
cause  of  any  information  uncovered  by  the  committee  in  its 
studies,  but  rather  because  the  committee  felt  that  it  was 
something  that  the  voters  themselves  desired.  An  attempt 
has  been  made  to  re-word  the  article  so  that  if  adopted  by 
the  voters,  it  will  be  acceptable  to  the  Attorney-General. 

The  other  article  to  be  presented  to  the  voters  concerns 
the  filing  of  monthly  reports  by  all  town  department  heads 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  It  is  felt  that  there  are  some 
departments  in  the  town  over  which  the  Selectmen  have  no 
jurisdiction,  but  that  it  would  be  beneficial  to  all  concerned 
if  the  executive  body  of  the  town  was  kept  informed  of  the 
activities  and  operations  of  the  various  departments. 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  by  the  study  committee, 
that  voters  adopt  an  article  instructing  all  department  heads 
to  file  a  detailed  monthly  report  with  the  Selectmen,  these 
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reports  to  be  kept  on  file  at  the  town  office  building  and  be 
available  to  the  public  for  inspection. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  four  resignations  from 
the  committee.  Robert  Stearns  of  North  Harwich,  Frederick 
Whitehouse  of  Harwichport,  Philip  C.  Hammond  of  Harwich¬ 
port,  and  Elmer  S.  Holmes  of  East  Harwich.  Mr.  Hammond 
was  appointed  to  replace  Mr.  Whitehouse,  but  he  later  re¬ 
signed  as  LeRoy  W.  Long  of  Harwichport  was  named  to  fill 
the  vacancy. 

Mr.  Holmes  has  submitted  his  resignation  to  be  effec¬ 
tive  as  of  December  31,  1958.  The  committee  and  the  towns¬ 
people  of  Harwich  owe  to  Mr.  Holmes  their  appreciation  for 
his  faithful  attendance  at  committee  meetings,  for  his  lively 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  committee,  and  for  his  valuable 
store  of  knowledge  about  the  town. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  the  complete  report  of  the 
study  committee  resulting  from  its  investigation  of  the 
Harwich  Water  Department. 


REPORT  OF  STUDY  OF 
HARWICH  WATER  DEPARTMENT 

November  20,  1958 

To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  Town  Government  Study  Committee  has 
completed  an  intensive  study  of  the  Harwich  Water  Depart¬ 
ment  and  has  found  in  general,  that  it  is  a  department  to 
which  the  townspeople  can  point  with  pride. 

During  the  course  of  its  study  the  members  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  personally  visited  the  Water  Department  plant  and 
examined  the  facilities  and  equipment.  The  committee  is 
unanimous  in  its  agreement  that  the  entire  plant  is  kept  in 
excellent  condition.  Not  only  were  the  buildings  and  grounds 
in  A-l  shape,  but  machinery,  pumps,  and  other  equipment 
all  appeared  to  be  well-kept. 

The  committee  doubts  that  more  than  a  handful  of 
Harwich  residents  appreciate  the  fine  installation  that  the 
town  has  in  its  Water  Department.  Without  question  the 
area  behind  the  main  plant,  where  the  pump  houses  are 
located,  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  areas  in  town. 

In  addition  to  visiting  the  plant,  the  committee  inter¬ 
viewed  the  superintendent,  and  invited  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to  a  meeting  of  the  study 
committee,  so  that  members  could  ask  questions.  A  com¬ 
mittee  member  later  met  with  the  Water  Commissioners  for 
further  information.  At  all  times  these  department  officials 
were  100  percent  cooperative  with  the  study  committee. 
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In  the  course  of  its  study  the  committee  investigated 
practically  every  aspect  of  the  Water  Department  operation. 
It  was  pleased  to  learn  that  a  new  and  more  efficient  method 
of  record-keeping  had  recently  been  instituted  in  the  de¬ 
partment. 

As  a  result  of  its  study  the  committee  has  made  a  series 
of  recommendations,  some  of  which  could  be  put  into  effect 
in  the  near  future  if  the  Water  Commissioners  feel  they  have 
merit;  other  suggestions  are  of  a  long  range  nature. 

It  was  noted  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  de¬ 
partment  had  not  been  revised  and  reprinted  since  January 
1940.  In  bringing  this  to  the  attention  of  the  superintendent 
and  the  commissioners,  the  committee  was  informed  that  the 
department  is  presently  revising  these  rules  and  regulations 
and  new,  printed  copies  are  expected  to  be  available  some¬ 
time  next  Summer. 

The  committee  recommends  that  all  water  installations 
be  made  on  an  actual  cost  basis.  This  is  presently  the  sys¬ 
tem  used  by  the  department  in  all  cases  except  those  in¬ 
stallations  involving  one-inch  lines.  These  installations  are 
billed  to  property  owners  on  the  basis  of  $1.40  per  foot. 

In  discussing  this  with  Water  Department  officials  it 
was  learned  that  this  was  a  figure  which  “averages  out” 
over  the  course  of  a  year.  It  was  learned,  however,  that 
there  are  some  instances  where  one  resident  pays  $1.40  per 
foot  where  the  actual  cost  may  be  less,  and  that  another 
resident  may  pay  the  same  $1.40  per  foot  where  the  actual 
cost  is  more.  .  Thus  we  have  a  situation  where  one  resident 
may  be  paying  more  than  the  cost  of  his  installation  and  in 
effect  is  subsidizing  the  cost  of  an  installation  which  is  more 
than  $1.40  per  foot.  We  feel  that  this  is  not  fair  and  that 
all  should  be  billed  for  actual  costs  involved  in  each  installa¬ 
tion.  \ 

The  committee  was  informed  by  the  commissioners  thac 
it  was  not  the  practice  of  the  department  to  initiate  articles 
in  the  annual  town  meeting  warrant  for  water  main  installa¬ 
tions  except  in  those  cases  where  the  department  would 
directly  benefit,  such  as  the  completion  of  a  loop  in  the 
lines. 

It  is  felt  that  the  department  should  take  the  initiative 
in  the  expansion  of  the  system.  Basically  the  committee 
feels  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  department  and 
the  town  for  officials  of  the  department  “to  try  and  sell 
their  product.” 

By  this  the  committee  means  that  the  department 
should  take  the  initiative  in  trying  to  sell  town  water  to 
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residents  of  a  street  which  does  not  now  have  town  water. 
If  this  was  done,  bearing  in  mind  that  the  town  by-laws  re¬ 
quire  a  six  percent  return  on  the  installation  cost,  it  would 
mean  that  the  water  department  could  come  into  town 
meeting  with  an  article  that  water  mains  be  installed  on  a 
number  of  streets. 

This  would  eliminate  the  need  for  the  residents  of  each- 
street  wanting  water  to  petition  for  an  article  in  the  war¬ 
rant  and  the  ensuing  confusion  and  arguments  on  the  town 
meeting  floor.  It  would  eliminate  too,  the  unfair  situations 
which  have  developed  in  the  past,  of  some  residents  getting 
water  and  others  not  getting  it  based,  not  on  facts  and  fig¬ 
ures,  but  on  the  whims  of  the  voters. 

Thus  the  department  could  put  before  the  voters  the 
question  of  installing  water  on  a  given  number  of  specified 
streets.  Voters  could  be  told  by  water  department  officials 
that  residents  of  these  streets  had  signed  up  for  town  water 
and  that  in  all  cases  the  town  would  receive  the  required  six 
percent  return  or  more.  Voters  could  then  act  on  the  basis 
of  plain  facts  and  the  considered  action  of  water  department 
officials,  rather  than  on  the  emotional  basis  which  so  often 
accompanies  requests  for  water  main  installation. 

The  committee  was  pleased  to  learn,  that  in  spite  of 
disheartening  setbacks  at  the  hands  of  voters,  the  Water 
Commissioners  are  continuing  a  program  of  long  range 
planning.  There  is  little  doubt  that  additional  facilities  will 
be  needed  as  the  town  grows  and  the  populaton  areas  ex¬ 
pand.  The  committee  feels  that,  on  the  basis  of  the  com¬ 
missioners  statements  as  to  future  needs,  that  they  should 
continue  to  ask  voter  approval  for  additional  well  sites  in 
East  Harwich.  It  is  hoped  that  commissioners  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  make  plans  for  future  expansion  needs  of  their  de¬ 
partment,  and  more  important,  we  hope  that  voters  will 
support  their  recommendations.  . 

It  is  the  observation  of  this  committee  that  there  are 
certain  times  of  the  year  when  the  department  is  somewhat 
overstaffed  as  far  as  the  hourly  personnel  are  concerned.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


At  the  town  meeting  held  in  March  of  1958,  the  people 
voted  to  establish  a  Conservation  Commission,  under  Chap¬ 
ter  223,  for  the  promotion  and  development  of  natural  re¬ 
sources  and  for  the  protection  of  watershed  resources  in  the 
town.  This  Commission  was  to  conduct  researches  into  the 
local  land  areas  and  was  to  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities 
of  unofficial  bodies  organized  for  similar  purposes.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  members  were  appointed  by  the  selectmen: 

Three  year  term: 

Miss  Laura  D.  Sargent  representing  the  Garden  Club 
Dr.  Mabel  Rice  representing  the  Historical  Society 
Mrs.  Virginia  S.  Doane  representing  the  Playground  and 
Recreation  Commission 

Two  year  term: 

C.  William  Johnson  representing  the  Planning  Board 
Robert  B.  Megathlin  representing  the  Park  Commission 
Francis  P.  Hibbert  representing  the  Water  Department 

One  year  term: 

Donald  T.  Bates  representing  the  Town  Forest  Committee 

At  the  organizational  meeting  held  on  May  21st,  Miss 
Sargent  was  elected  Chairman,  and  Mrs.  Doane,  Secretary. 
It  was  voted  that  regular  meetings  would  be  held  on  the  3rd 
Wednesday  of  every  month  at  7  p.m.  at  the  Town  Offices.  The 
first  discussion  of  the  group  centered  about  the  duties  and 
scope  of  the  committee  and  it  was  decided  to  devote  each 
meeting  to  one  aspect  of  conservation  in  the  town  of  Har¬ 
wich.  In  accordance  with  this  decision,  the  committee  in¬ 
spected  the  watershed  and  town  pumping  station,  the  land 
surrounding  the  Herring  Pool  in  North  Harwich,  and  the 
Recreation  Area  north  of  Brooks  Park.  The  Commission 
also  held  discussions  with  members  of  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Recreation  Commission,  and  the  Park  Commission, 
as  well  as  the  Tree  Warden  and  Mr.  Moody  of  the  Herring 
Committee. 

At  the  watershed  it  was  noted  that  1,000  trees  had  been 
planted  by  the  Boy  Scouts,  and  the  Commission  suggested 
that,  for  the  protection  of  natural  resources,  the  clearing 
of  dead  brush  and  wood  should  be  the  first  order  of  business. 

The  Commission  was  most  impressed  by  the  possibilities 
for  development  of  the  scenic  qualities  of  the  Herring  Run 
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and  the  land  surrounding  it.  It  was  noted  that  some  clear¬ 
ing  of  brush  had  been  done,  and  the  Commission  feels  that 
more  should  be  undertaken.  We  also  urge  that  the  towns¬ 
people  consider  the  possibility  of  acquiring  more  land  on  the 
other  side  of  ithe  Brook. 

In  August,  the  Conservation  Commission  inspected  the 
various  areas  under  development  by  the  Playground  and  Rec¬ 
reation  Commission.  Of  particular  interest  was  the  section 
used  by  the  Harwich  Boy  Scouts.  The  Scouts,  under  super¬ 
vision,  have  been  clearing  brush  for  camping  purposes — and 
preserving  worthwhile  growth.  The  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion  noted  that  in  developing  the  76  acre  tract,  the  Recrea¬ 
tion  Commission  planned  to  keep  the  various  sections  divided 
by  the  natural  growths  of  pine  native  to  the  Cape. 

In  discussing  the  land  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park 
Department,  observance  was  made  of  the  efforts  to  date  of 
clearing  brush  and  the  replanting  at  the  East  End  of  Long 
Pond  and  Brooks  Park,  as  well  as  the  day  to  day  mainten¬ 
ance  needed  in  these  areas. 

The  Conservation  Commission  feels  that  there  should 
be  more  cooperation  between  the  Road  Supervisor  and  the 
Tree  Warden  in  order  to  preserve  our  present  trees,  when¬ 
ever  possible,  along  town  roads.  Care  should  be  taken  when 
permits  are  issued  for  the  moving  of  houses  that  a  minimum 
of  damage  may  be  sustained  by  the  trees  along  the  way. 

Most  certainly,  the  townspeople  should  appreciate  and 
use  more  fully  the  many  beauty  spots  now  existing  in  Har¬ 
wich.  This  includes  such  areas  as  the  Herring  Pool,  the  pic¬ 
nic  areas  in  Brooks  Park  and  the  East  End  of  Long  Pond, 
and  the  Recreation  Area.  Pride  in  what  we  now  have  will 
lead  to  the  protection  and  development  of  these  sections  in 
the  future. 

In  September,  Miss  Sargent  resigned  as  she  was  leaving 
town  for  the  winter  months.  Mrs.  Guy  Putnam  was  appointed 
to  take  her  place  and  was  elected  to  serve  as  chairman.

Librarian’s  Report 


The  year  of  1958  has  been  a  banner  one  for  Brooks 
Library.  While  the  library  was  closed  for  the  painting  of  the 
main  and  work  rooms,  the  librarian,  with  the  assistance  of 
Johnetta  Harrigan,  Elizabeth  Cahoon,  and  Hazel  Cornwell 
shelf  listed  the  stock  of  the  library.  This  process  might  be 
compared  with  stock  taking  in  a  retail  establishment.  Every 
book  was  removed  from  the  shelves  and  checked  for  physical 
condition.  At  the  same  time,  a  card  was  made  out  for  each 
volume.  These  cards  are  kept  in  the  same  order  as  the  books 
on  the  shelves  and  are  therefore  a  priceless  continuing  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  book  stock  at  all  times.  Quite  a  few  books  are 
temporarily  out  of  the  shelves  awaiting  repair  during  1959. 

We  feel  that  this  work  has  made  a  material  improvement  in 
our  library. 

Both  divisions  of  the  6th  and  7th  grades  have  come 
monthly  to  the  library  for  instruction  and  experience  in 
library  usage.

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Report  of  the  Town  Counsel 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  year  1958,  I  advised  all  department  heads  and 
elected  officials  of  the  Town  from  time  to  time.  I  met  with 
all  boards  wherever  requested  and  attempted  to  guide  them 
from  a  legal  standpoint. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  pending  before  the  Super¬ 
ior  Court  six  suits  against  the  Town  for  assessment  of  dam¬ 
age.  These  are  the  result  of  the  Town  having  made  land 
takings  by  eminent  domain  against  the  litigants.  Three  result 
from  road  takings  and  three  from  actual  land  takings  at 
Route  28  and  Herring  River.  Two  of  the  latter  have  been 
negotiated  and  will  no  doubt  be  settled  in  the  near  future. 
The  third  case  must  be  tried  and  no  doubt  will  be  at  this 
April  session.  As  to  the  road  taking  cases,  two  may  be  nego¬ 
tiated  and  the  third  no  doubt  will  be  tried. 

There  is  one  tort  suit  against  the  Town,  brought  by  a 
woman  Summer  visitor  for  injuries  allegedly  received  when 
she  fell  on  a  sidewalk  in  Harwich  Port.  This  case  may  be 
disposed  of  shortly  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

There  are  also  pending  six  old  age  cases.  These  are  a 
result  of  the  recipients  of  old  age  assistance  having  died,  the 
Town  having  placed  a  lien  on  their  real  estate  previous  to 
their  decease.  I  am  endeavoring  to  enforce  these  liens  and 
collect  whatever  amounts  I  may  be  able  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Town. 

There  is  one  case  in  Superior  Court  which  is  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  This  case  no  doubt 
will  be  disposed  of  this  Spring.  There  is  another  case  in  the 
Superior  Court  which  has  already  been  tried  and  concerning 
which  a  decree  will  be  asked  for,  provided  the  case  described 
above  does  not  dispose  of  it  when  heard.  This  case  must  stand 
until  such  time  as  the  case  against  the  Board  of  Appeals  is 
disposed  of.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

At  present  the  Town  has  two  tuberculosis  patients  at  the 
Barnstable  County  Hospital.  We  have  had  three  at  one  time 
during  the  year.  Financial  assistance  was  given  these  patients 
during  the  year  1958. 

During  the  year  of  1958  there  were  two  permature  births 
reported  to  the  Town,  financial  assistance  was  given  in  one 
case. 

With  the  help  of  Dr.  F.  L.  Moore,  County  Health  Officer 
and  Adelyn  Peabody,  Town  Nurse,  the  Board  of  Health  held 
a  clinic  at  which  time  the  last  of  the  polio  shots  were  given. 
There  were  two  cases  of  Venereal  diseases  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Health,  also  seven  cases  of  Rubella  and  four  cases 
of  measles  during  1958. 

We  feel  that  our  dump  has  improved  in  the  last  few  years 
under  the  supervision  of  our  Dump  Custodian,  James  L. 
Smith.

Board  of  Health 
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Report  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  to  the  Citizens  of  the  town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Department 
of  Civil  Defense  for  the  year  1958. 

World  tensions  being  what  they  are  it  is  important 
that  we  have  a  trained  staff  to  man  our  control  center  and 
a  corp  of  trained  assistants.  It  is  hoped  that  in  1959,  we  are 
able  to  train  a  number  of  persons  to  take  over  some  of  the 
numerous  positions  which  will  be  required  to  be  filled  in 
the  time  of  emergency. 

I  would  like  to  point  out  that,  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
Defense  Act,  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  as  amended  creates 
the  authority  of  Civil  Defense  action  in  the  time  of  na¬ 
tional  disaster.  Section  One  of  this  Act  specifically  states, 
“Civil  Defense  shall  mean  the  preparations  for  and  carrying 
out  of  all  emergency  functions,  other  than  functions  for 
which  military  forces  other  than  the  National  Guard  are 
primarily  responsible,  for  the  purpose  of  minimizing  and 
repairing  injury  and  damage  resultng  from  disaster  caused 
by  attack,  sabotage  or  other  hostile  action  or  by  fire,  flood, 
earthquake,  or  other  natural  causes”. 

We  hope  that  your  Civil  Defense  Dept,  may  never  be 
called  on  to  act,  but  we  should  have  a  department  ready  and 
trained  to  act  if  needed.

I  hereby  submit  my  reports  for  the  year  1958. 

The  work  of  the  Highway  Department  consists  of,  patch¬ 
ing,  oiling  and  resurfacing  roads,  installing  catch  basins  and 
drains,  cutting  brush  and  erecting  signs.  This  work  must 
continue  each  year  and  will  in  order  to  keep  the  roads  in 
good  condition. 

One  of  the  most  important  factors  in  the  development 
and  prosperity  of  any  town  is  its  system  of  good  roads  and 
I  feel  much  progress  has  been  made  in  Harwich  during  the 
past  few  years. 

This  year  I  have  rebuilt  over  three  miles  of  roads  and  it 
is  my  intentions  to  continue  this  policy  each  year  until  all 
the  roads  in  town  become  in  A-l  condition.  This  is  most  es¬ 
sential  due  to  the  heavy  traffic  now  using  our  highways. 

As  Harwich  grows  so  does  it’s  road  system.  The  voters 
accept  many  new  roads  each  year  and  this  shows  a  steady 
growth  of  the  Town.  It  certainly  is  a  healthy  sign. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  I 
have  received  during  the  year  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Town  Accountant,  and  all  Department  heads,  and  to  the 
Highway  personnel.  I  also  want  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  all  citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  fine  support  and  co¬ 
operation.

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Progress  is  being  made  in  the  field  of  fire  prevention. 
Fire  prevention  and  fire  protection  in  itself  is  usually  not 
very  glamorous.  If  a  town  does  not  have  a  fire  there  is  not 
much  fire  news.  If  a  fire  department  in  a  town  does  some¬ 
thing  to  prevent  fires  and  save  lives  that  might  have  been 
lost  in  fires — then  the  fire  department  is  doing  what  should 
be  done  and  still  no  newspaper  stories. 

Fire  prevention  is  not  a  theoretical  idea.  On  the  contrary, 
it  is  intensely  practised.  Experience  of  community  after  com¬ 
munity  demonstrates  that  the  application  of  certain  well  es¬ 
tablished  techniques  will  sharply  reduce  the  number  and 
severity  of  fires. 

During  the  past  few  years  a  sharp  reduction  in  fires  has 
been  the  direct  cause  of  an  intensified  inspection  program. 
This  year  I  am  requesting  an  addition  to  our  forces  to  carry 
on  and  increase  a  program  in  fire  prevention.  This  addition 
will  also  reduce  the  working  week  to  meet  those  of  other  de¬ 
partments  within  the  town.  Therefor  I  am  asking  that  you 
give  your  serious  consideration  to  this  matter. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  men  and  dispatchers  of  the  de¬ 
partment  for  their  cooperation  and  donation  of  time  during 
the  past  year;  to  the  members  and  Chiefs  of  other  towns  and 
to  the  citizens  for  their  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners 


“And  the  green  grass  grew  all  around  and  around,  and 
the  green  grass  grew  all  around.”  Ignorant  as  to  the  origin 
of  these  words,  we  feel  they  may  well  have  been  composed 
by  a  park  commissioner.  In  spite  of  a  good  growing  season, 
the  cemeteries  in  general  were  well  taken  care  of.  Rapid 
growth  of  grass  does  seem  to  permit  closer  mowing  and  con¬ 
sequently  a  neater  overall  appearance. 

Our  budget  did  permit  the  repair  and  replacement  of 
rusted-out  fence  rails  in  the  Harwich  center  cemetery  and 
at  the  M.  E.  church  cemetery  in  East  Harwich  and  these  re¬ 
paired  fences  were  painted  with  an  aluminum  paint  contain¬ 
ing  a  rust  inhibitor.  Some  dead  trees  were  removed  and  the 
usual  amount  of  debris  gathered  up  and  carted  away.  Some 
small  areas  were  filled,  graded  and  seeded  and  one  area 
which  was  very  rough  was  gone  over  with  a  Graverley 
mower  loaned  this  department  by  the  Park  department,  and 
then  maintained  with  equipment  of  this  department. 

In  view  of  the  increase  of  cost  of  competent  labor  and 
the  tedious  type  of  work  involved  in  maintaining  our  ceme¬ 
teries  in  the  proper  manner,  a  small  increase  in  the  amount 
of  $500.  is  requested  in  presenting  our  budget  for  the  year 
1959.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  School  Committee  organized  on  March  10, 
1958.  Mr.  Milton  Cahoon  was  present  as  a  newly  elected  mem¬ 
ber.  He  took  the  place  of  Mr.  Ralph  U.  Brett  who  was  not  a 
candidate  for  re-election.  Other  members  of  the  Committee 
are,  Mrs.  Margaret  Leonard,  H.  William  Morey,  Donald  T. 
Bates,  and  Reverend  Charles  H.  Monbleau. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Leonard  was  unanimously  chosen  Chair¬ 
man  and  Superintendent  Morgan  was  appointed  Secretary. 

The  Committee  met  twice  each  month,  with  additional 
meetings  as  needed.  Other  meetings  were  held  since  the  Com¬ 
mittee  served  as  part  of  the  Harwich  School  Space  Needs 
Committee.  A  report  on  the  activities  of  this  Committee  is 
printed  elsewhere  in  the  Town  Reports. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  is  a  member  of  the  Har¬ 
wich  Regional  School  Committee.  In  this  capacity  she  has 
attended  all  meetings.  In  addition  two  joint  meetings  have 
been  held  with  the  Chatham  Regional  Committee  and  two 
with  the  Mass.  School  Building  Assistance  Commission.  One 
in  Boston  and  one  in  Harwich. 

The  Committe  has  inaugurated  and  is  following  a  three 
year  plan  for  properly  placing  all  staff  members  at  the  cor¬ 
rect  level  on  the  salary  schedule,  according  to  training  and 
experience.  The  minimums  and  the  maximum  for  the  bache¬ 
lor’s  degree  were  increased  $200.00  September,  1958.  No 
changes  will  be  made  in  the  schedule  during  1959.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  feels  that  the  salary  schedule  is  functioning  well.  The 
fact  that  there  was  only  one  vacancy  in  1958,  and  that  due 
to  retirement  would  seem  to  support  this  thesis. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  schools  and  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  improvement  of  the  High  School  plant  and  equip¬ 
ment.  The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  Prin¬ 
cipals,  the  Supervisors  and  other  school  officials  are  append¬ 
ed  and  discuss  in  detail  these  and  other  school  activities,  for 
which  the  Committee  is  responsible. 
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The  Committee  is  pleased  with  the  progress  made  in  the 
schools  during  1958.  The  members  wish  to  thank  the  towns¬ 
people  for  their  support  and  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Harwich: 

The  year  now  closing  witnessed  an  educational  awaken¬ 
ing  which  temporarily,  at  least,  stirred  America  deeply.  Cer¬ 
tainly  there  is  keener  interest  in  education  everywhere  in 
the  country  to-day  than  there  has  been  for  many  years.  Par¬ 
ents,  the  general  public  and  educators  have  become  deeply 
concerned.  Criticisms,  nothing  new  to  American  education, 
have  been  levelled  at  the  schools  from  all  directions.  Many 
of  course  were  not  justified.  Good  things  thrive  on  criticism. 
The  most  shallow  of  these  is  worthy  of  full  and  careful  ex¬ 
amination.  We  know  that  modern  equipment,  adequate  sup¬ 
plies,  the  best  textbooks,  good  plant,  and  above  all  excellent 
teachers  are  imperative.  The  future  of  this  country  is  depen¬ 
dent  on  our  schools.  The  kind  of  preparation  we  give  our 
children  will  be  directly  reflected  in  the  strength  of  the 
America  of  the  future. 

In  Harwich  the  School  Committee  have  earnestly  and 
conscientiously  endeavored  to  provide  an  atmosphere,  a  cli¬ 
mate,  for  the  improvement  of  the  training  of  the  children  of 
the  community.  The  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  town  have 
granted  the  Committee’s  request  for  adequate  funds  for  the 
support  of  the  schools.  Needed  textbooks,  encyclopedias,  maps 
and  supplies  have  been  purchased. 

At  the  High  School  new  floors  were  installed  in  both  cor¬ 
ridors  and  the  gymnasium.  Weather  proofing  has  been  done 
and  the  remainder  of  the  cracked  cornice  replaced.  Ceilings 
were  repaired  and  painted  wherever  necessary  in  the  build¬ 
ing.  The  household  arts  department  and  the  cafeteria  were 
redecorated.  The  addition  to  the  Elementary  School  was 
painted.  The  fume  hood  in  the  chemistry  laboratory  was  put 
into  useable  condition  by  the  installation  of  a  blower.  Fluore¬ 
scent  lights  were  installed  in  both  corridors  at  the  high 
school.  A  great  deal  of  needed  equipment  was  purchased  for 
all  of  the  schools — furniture,  science  equipment,  typewriting 
department,  household  arts  and  many  other  areas.  New  musi¬ 
cal  instruments,  to  the  value  of  over  $1,000,  were  secured  from 
the  Surplus  Depot  at  Camp  Myles  Standish.  Small  tools  were 
also  received.  The  only  cost  to  us  was  transportation. 
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At  the  High  School  Mr.  MacKay  has  introduced  an  ex¬ 
tensive  club  program  which  should  be  a  great  help  in  build¬ 
ing  and  maintaining  school  morale. 

The  reports  of  the  High  School  Principal,  the  Director  of 
Guidance,  the  supervisors  and  the  health  department  are 
included  and  are  well  worth  reading  if  one  is  to  get  a  complete 
picture  of  our  school  in  action. 

ADULT  EDUCATION 

Our  evening  school  classes  are  going  well  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  Director,  Arthur  LaFrenier.  Classes  in  sewing  and 
tailoring  for  20  weeks  are  in  progress  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Department  of  Education,  Vocational  Division.  Two  class¬ 
es  in  typewriting  and  one  in  shorthand  have  been  organized 
under  the  direct  sponsorship  of  the  School  Committee.  In 
these  classes  the  cost  of  the  instructors’  salary  is  borne  by  the 
participants.  The  Advisory  Committee  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Cahoon,  Miss  Adelyn  Peabody,  Mrs.  Evelyn  Strout,  Mrs.  Beat¬ 
rice  Taylor,  Mrs.  Ruth  Titus  and  Chairman,  Mrs.  Eileen  Ca¬ 
hoon  are  efficiently  serving  again  this  year  as  administrators. 

CAFETERIAS 

To  our  regret  Mrs.  Grace  Long,  Manager  of  the  High 
School  Cafeteria,  retired  in  June  after  thirteen  years  of  loyal 
service.  In  September  the  high  school  and  elementary  caf¬ 
eteria  were  placed  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Emma 
Symmes.  This  arrangement  is  working  out  very  well. 

OUR  INCREASING  ENROLLMENT 

The  opening  of  schools  in  September  saw  an  increase  in 
enrollment  of  approximately  60  pupils.  This  is  nearly  ten  per 
cent  more  than  the  previous  year.  All  rooms  are  in  use.  The 
present  wave  of  elementary  pupils  will  soon  pass  on  into  the 
high  school  which  is  already  inadequate  and  full.  The  School 
Committee  are  modernizing  the  building  but  cannot  make  it 
do  a  job  for  which  it  was  never  planned.  There  is  almost  no 
storage  space  in  the  building,  one  shower  room  for  both  boys 
and  girls,  a  tiny  kitchen,  so  inadequate  that  there  is  no  space 
even  to  install  a  dishwasher.  Shops,  household  arts,  science 
room  and  gymnasium  are  inadequate.  Fortunately  the  Har¬ 
wich  School  Space  Needs  Committee  and  the  Regional  Com¬ 
mittee  are  aware  of  this  situation  and  have  been  studying  it 
for  some  time.  We  are  all  awaiting  their  recommendations. 
It  is  terribly  expensive  to  operate  a  small  high  school.  It  is 
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also  almost  impossible  because  of  prohibitively  high  costs  to 
offer  a  curriculum  broad  enough  to  do  a  good  job.  Last  year 
James  B.  Conant,  former  President  of  Harvard,  began  a  study 
of  the  American  High  School  under  the  auspices  of  the  Car¬ 
negie  Corporation.  In  visits  to  more  (than  50  comprehensive 
public  high  schools  in  20  states,  he  has  been  observing  edu¬ 
cational  practices  and  analyzing  their  effects  on  the  total 
school  program.  He  has  made  a  report  as  to  his  findings.  It  is 
important  for  it  is  the  considered  opinion  of  a  brilliant  and 
mature  mind  that  has  been  dealing  with  educational  prob¬ 
lems  for  40  years.  Dr.  Conant’s  original  work  in  education  was 
in  the  secondary  school,  an  important  factor  in  making  this 
survey.  Space  does  not  permit  printing  his  conclusions  in  full. 
However  they  will  be  available  to  parents  and  to  the  general 
public.  Some  of  his  conclusions  deal  specifically  with  the  sec¬ 
ondary  school  problem  in  Harwich,  in  fact  in  Chatham,  Prov- 
incetown,  Wellfleet,  Bourne,  Sandwich  and  Falmouth  to 
mention  some  nearby  communities.  They  are  so  pertinent  to 
our  problems  that  they  seem  to  be  aimed  in  our  direction.  Fol¬ 
lowing  are  some  quotes  from  Dr.  Conant’s  report  on  secondary 
schools : 

“Every  community  needs  a  school  board  composed  of 
honest,  intelligent,  and  devoted  citizens.”  We  are  fortunate 
to  have  Committees  that  measure  up  to  Dr.  Conant’s  standard 
in  both  Chatham  and  Harwich. 

“In  some  states  the  number  one  problem  is  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  the  small  high  school  through  wise  district  reorgani¬ 
zation” —  I  have  become  convinced  by  what  I  have  observed 
in  the  last  year  and  by  the  evidence  presented  by  those  with 
wide  experience  in  school  administration  that  a  high  school 
with  a  graduating  class  of  less  than  100  cannot  provide  a  sat¬ 
isfactory  education  —  this  is  particularly  true  in  regard  to 
the  education  of  the  more  able  pupils  — in  California  less 
than  five  per  cent  of  the  youth  of  high  school  age  attend  a 
school  that  is  too  small  —  there  are  other  states  where  two 
thirds  are  going  to  school  in  which  they  cannot  obtain  a  sat¬ 
isfactory  education  because  the  school  is  far  too  small  —  if 
district  organization  were  as  effective  in  all  states  as  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  and  New  Jersey,  one  can  conclude  that,  Instead  of  23,- 
000  high  schools  in  the  nation  there  would  be  only  8  or  9,000 
—  over  53%  of  the  high  schools  in  Massachusetts  are  too 
small  to  provide  a  satisfactory  education  —  taxpayers  have 
a  right  to  try  to  keep  taxes  low  and  act  as  watchdogs  on  the 
use  of  public  funds  —  there  has  been  a  change  in  the  nature 
of  construction  —  glass  and  steel  instead  of  brick  makes 
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modern  construction  look  expensive  but  the  increase  in  the 
costs  of  building  schools  less  than  other  building  costs — the 
fraction  of  the  annual  school  budget  devoted  to  the  amorti¬ 
zation  of  the  cost  of  a  new  building  is  never  high ! 

In  this  report  Dr.  Conant  has  many  other  things  to  say 
of  the  secondary  school  curriculum,  graduation  honors,  di¬ 
plomas,  vocational  education,  the  study  of  foreign  languages, 
European  education  as  compared  to  ours,  grouping  pupils 
according  to  ability,  the  three  to  five  per  cent,  called  “the 
highly  gifted”,  and  homework. 

Not  everyone  will  agree  with  his  conclusions.  However, 
one  thing  is  clear  and  that  is  the  need  for  additional  space 
in  Harwich  schools  in  the  very  near  future. 

OUR  TEACHERS 

Last  April  Dr.  James  B.  Conant  in  addressing  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  American  Association  of  School  Administra¬ 
tors  in  Cleveland  said  “there  are  two  prime  requisites  for  a 
good  public  school  system.  The  first  is  an  intelligent,  honest 
and  devoted  school  board;  the  second  is  a  first  rate  superin¬ 
tendent.  And  where  one  is  concerned  with  the  public  high 
school,  as  many  are  today,  there  is  a  third  perequisite  which 
needs  to  be  named:  that  is  a  first-class  principal — there  are 
many  other  factors,  of  course,  but  the  determining  role  of  a 
few  personalities  is  rarely  appreciated  by  American  citizens 
when  they  talk  about  schools.”  In  this  instance  Dr.  Conant 
was  addressing  an  audience  largely  composed  of  10,000  school 
superintendents.  I  am  sure  he  did  not  intend  to  place  class¬ 
room  teachers  in  a  secondary  position  for  it  has  been  univer¬ 
sally  agreed  that  the  classroom  teacher  is  the  key  person  in 
any  educational  situation.  The  old  adage  “as  is  the  teacher 
so  is  the  school”  is  just  as  true  as  when  it  was  first  pro¬ 
nounced  many  years  ago.  We  know  that  without  excellent 
teachers  the  schools  degenerate  into  mediocrity.  The  Harwich 
School  Committee  measured  up,  they  recognized  this  fact 
when  the  new  salary  schedule  was  adopted.  At  that  time  the 
Committee  clearly  stated  that  two  major  purposes  of  the 
schedule  were  to  obtain  and  to  retain  the  services  of  strong- 
teachers.  Encouraged  by  the  schedule  a  large  number  of 
teachers  engaged  in  professional  study  this  year.  Some  ob¬ 
tained  master’s  degrees,  some  bachelor’s  and  others  took 
courses  to  improve  their  professional  position.  In  Chatham 
this  year  there  were  only  two  vacancies,  and  both  were  re¬ 
tirements.  In  the  case  of  Mrs.  Crowell,  15  years  had  been 
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spent  in  the  service  of  Chatham  children.  The  salary  schedule 
enabled  us  to  secure  replacements  with  both  good  training 
and  experience.  In  Harwich  there  was  only  one  vacancy, 
again  in  this  case  the  reason  was  retirement.  We  were  able  to 
secure  the  services  of  a  well-trained,  experienced,  mature 
teacher.  The  small  number  of  vacancies  may  well  be  due  to 
the  holding  power  of  the  salary  schedules. 

In  1957  it  was  decided  to  place  all  teachers  and  super¬ 
visors  on  the  proper  step  as  determined  by  training  and  ex¬ 
perience.  Due  to  the  expense  it  was  decided  to  do  this  over  a 
three  year  period.  The  first  third  of  the  journey  is  now  be¬ 
hind.  In  1960  it  will  be  completed.  At  that  time  both  Com¬ 
mittees  will  be  in  excellent  position  to  retain  good  teachers 
and  to  obtain  good  ones  as  need  arises.  Our  teachers  are 
rapidly  becoming  a  respectably  paid  group.  There  is  one  fact 
that  they  should  not,  and  I  am  sure  will  not  forget,  it  is  if 
they  are  to  be  well-paid  the  School  Committee,  the  taxpayers 
and  the  parents  have  a  right  to  expect  conscientious  efforts  — 
excellence  in  teaching  from  them.  High  standards  of  teach¬ 
ing  automatically  must  go  along  with  a  good  salary  schedule. 
We  must  all  remember  that  the  children  of  Harwich  and 
Chatham  will  increasingly  profit  by  any  and  every  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  salary  schedule. 

CONCLUSION 

The  year  has  been  productive  due  to  the  support  of  the 
School  Committee’  program  by  the  taxpayers  and  parents 
and  due  to  the  cooperation  between  the  staff,  and  other 
employees  and  the  Committee.  From  the  standpoints  of  in- 
service  training,  improvement  of  teachers,  improvement  of 
the  curriculum,  adequate  equipment,  organization  of  the 
program,  the  improvement  of  the  existing  plant,  the  imple¬ 
mentation  of  the  salary  schedule  progress  has  been  made. 
There  is  much  more  to  do. 

Our  task — the  task  of  the  home,  school  and  community 
—  is  to  see  that  no  child  is  undereducated  and  that  every 
child  receives  a  balanced  education.  The  future  demands  of 
education  will  be  met  because  parents,  educators,  and  citi¬ 
zens  know  that  education  is  an  invulnerable  defense  for  a 
free  people.

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Report  of  the 

Principal  of  the  High  School 


I  submit  herewith  my  sixth  annual  report  for  the  Har¬ 
wich  High  School: 

During  the  past  year  we  have  introduced  a  course  called 
Senior  Science  for  seniors  who  do  not  expect  to  go  to  college. 
Previously,  only  Physics  and  Chemistry  were  available  to 
seniors.  For  the  college  preparatory  seniors,  these  subjects 
were  satisfactory  but  physics  and  chemistry  did  not  meet  the 
needs  of  other  seniors  who  wished  to  take  an  advanced 
science  course.  Senior  science  is  adapted  to  acquaint  these 
students  with  an  understanding  of  many  scientific  principles 
and  laws  and  their  uses  in  our  modern  world.  A  greater  know¬ 
ledge  and  respect  for  science  is  becoming  more  necessary  than 
ever  before.  We  believe  that  this  senior  science  course  will 
help  to  satisfy  that  need. 

Personal  typewriting  is  now  available  to  seniors,  juniors, 
and  sophomores  who  wish  to  become  sufficiently  proficient  in 
typewriting  for  their  own  use.  The  class  meets  twice  weekly 
and  is  given  for  those  who  otherwise  would  not  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  learn  to  typewrite. 

Besides  these  new  courses,  we  have  recently  organized 
several  extra-curricular  activities  which  enrich  the  student’s 
opportunity  to  participate  in  areas  of  experience  not  possi¬ 
ble  in  the  classroom.  A  Code  Club,  sponsored  by  the  Harwich- 
Dennis  Rotary  Club,  meets  during  an  activity  period  each 
week.  This  is  a  service  club,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  render 
helpful  services  to  the  school  or  community.  The  member¬ 
ship  is  limited  to  girls.  Miss  Meredith  Drew  is  the  Faculty 
Advisor.  A  similar  service  club,  the  Key  Club,  sponsored  by  the 
Central  Cape  Kiwanis  Club,  has  been  organized  for  boys.  Mr. 
James  Alcock  is  the  Faculty  Advisor. 

At  present  there  are  three  different  science  clubs,  one 
for  students  in  the  eighth  grade,  one  for  those  in  the  ninth 
grade,  and  another  for  students  in  grades  ten,  eleven  and 
twelve.  Mr.  Harold  Drew  is  giving  the  members  of  these 
groups  the  opportunity  to  pursue  phases  of  the  branch  of 
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In  November,  as  a  part  of  the  observance  of  book  week,  a 
Book  Fair  was  presented  at  the  school.  Many  favorable  com¬ 
ments  were  received  from  both  the  pupils  and  also  the  parents 
who  attended.  The  Book  Fair  will  be  an  annual  event  occurr¬ 
ing  during  Book  Week  in  November. 

Sometime  during  May  of  1959,  all  grades,  kindergarten 
through  grade  six,  will  present  a  science  fair.  There  will  be  on 
display  exhibit  and  experiments  of  things  scientific  from  the 
lowly  amoeba  to  the  lofty  celestial  constellations.  We  sin¬ 
cerely  hope  that  interested  townspeople  as  well  as  parents  will 
come  to  school  on  the  dates  of  the  fair  to  view  the  work  of 
the  children  in  the  area  of  science. 

With  the  additional  time  made  available  to  me  by  hav¬ 
ing  the  services  of  a  school  clerk,  I  have  begun  a  program  of 
human  relations  in  the  sixth  grades.  I  have  been  convinced 
for  many  years  that  it  is  possible  for  most  young  people  to 
build  up  a  robustness  of  personality  so  that  in  their  later 
lives —  when  emotional  crises  come  up  —  they  can  face  up 
to  them  without  breaking  down  mentally.  The  purpose  of  the 
Human  Relations  class  is  to  help  our  boys  and  girls  become 
more  robust  from  an  emotional  and  personality  standpoint. 

If  the  Human  Relations  Project  is  successful  most  of  the 
boys  and  girls  should  be  better  able  to  face  up  to  many  of 
life’s  problems,  to  make  decisions  more  readily,  to  accept 
responsibility  more  easily,  to  meet  unexpected  changes  with¬ 
out  too  much  embarrassment,  to  bring  their  emotional  prob¬ 
lems  out  into  the  open  rather  than  repress  them,  and  to  be 
better  able  to  carry  on  after  meeting  failure.  In  other  words, 
it  is  hoped  that  from  their  own  understanding  of  their 
emotional  strengths  and  weaknessess  that  these  boys  and 
girls  may  become  more  emotionally  mature. 

Your  school  lunch  personnel  are  constantly  striving  to 
make  the  meals  served  more  appetizing  and  more  appealing. 
One  must  never  fail  to  realize  that  the  school  lunches  are  in 
a  very  large  respect  determined  by  the  tastes  of  the  children 
modified  by  the  requirements  as  demanded  by  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  Division  of  School  Lunch  Programs. 
Our  lunchroom  serves  Class  A  and  Class  C  lunches  which 
must  meet  these  requirements: 

Class  A  Lunch  — 

A.  One  half  pint  of  whole  unflavored  milk. 

B.  Two  ounces  of  fresh  or  processed  meat,  poultry,  cook¬ 

ed  or  canned,  fish  or  cheese;  or  four  tablespoons  of 
butter;  or  one  egg. 
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C.  Six  ounces  of  raw,  cooked,  or  canned  vegetables  and/ 
or  fruit. 

D.  One  portion  of  bread,  muffins  or  other  hot  bread 
made  of  whole  grain  cereal  or  enriched  flour. 

E.  Two  tablespoons  of  butter  or  fortified  margarine. 

Class  C  Lunch  consists  of  one-half  pint  whole  unflavored 
milk.  The  U.S.  Government  gives  us  surplus  commodities  and 
reimburses  us  $.09  for  each  class  “A”  lunch  served  and  $.04 
for  each  Class  “C”  lunch  if  we  meet  all  requirements. 

Our  capable  lunchroom  staff,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Emma  Symmes,  serves  approximately  350  lunches  per 
day.  Not  only  do  we  serve  our  own  students  but  the  lunches 
for  Brooks  Academy  are  also  prepared  here. 

Since  I  feel  so  strongly  about  the  need  of  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school  for  a  central  elementary  school  library,  I  am  go¬ 
ing  to  repeat  what  I  wrote  last  year  in  reference  to  that  need: 

Each  year  the  need  for  a  central  library  in  the  elementary 
school  becomes  more  obvious.  A  library  in  the  school  serves 
at  least  three  educational  pruposes.  This  special  unit  (1) 
stimulates  children  to  engage  in  leisure  activities  involving 
reading;  (2)  facilitates  study  especially  with  reference  ma¬ 
terials;  and  (3)  provides  opportunity  for  the  development  of 
desirable  library  habits  and  attitudes. 

For  many  children  the  school  library  provides  the  first 
experience  in  selecting  and  taking  home  books  to  be  read 
out  of  school.  In  connection  with  reference  reading,  pupils 
learn  how  to  use  dictionaries,  encyclopedias,  tables  of  con¬ 
tents,  indexes  and  card  catalogues.  Involved  in  these  activi¬ 
ties  is  correlation  of  directed  study  with  regular  classroom 
work. 

We  will  have  come  a  long  way  when  we  can  point  with 
pride  to  our  new  elementary  school  library. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Elementary  Supervisor, 
School  Committee,  teachers,  P.  T.  A.,  custodians,  parents  and 
friends  who  have  helped  our  overall  school  program  in  many 
ways.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  DIRECTOR 


This  is  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Guidance  Director  for 
the  Harwich  High  School. 

Thirty -one  students  were  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1958: 
12  are  employed;  5  are  married;  2  have  entered  military  serv¬ 
ice;  12  are  continuing  their  education. 

In  the  past  four  years  substantial  progress  has  been  made 
towards  providing  pupils  with  additional  information  about 
themselves.  A  guidance  record  has  been  developed  that  pre¬ 
sents  for  examination  by  student  and  parent  a  student’s  scores 
and  ratings  in  ability,  interests,  classroom  achievement,  stan¬ 
dard  measures  of  educational  progress,  and  personality  and 
character  development.  Reliable  tests  have  been  selected  in¬ 
cluding  the  comprehensive  test  series  instituted  last  year — 
the  School  and  College  Abilities  Tests  and  the  Sequential 
Tests  of  Educational  Progress.  A  system  of  teacher-pupil  eval¬ 
uation  of  personality  and  character  development  is  in  opera¬ 
tion.  Part-time  clerical  help  with  guidance  records  during  the 
summer  vacation  is  needed. 

Our  guidance  record  has  become  an  adequate  basis  for 
effective  counseling,  and,  thanks  to  the  help  in  counseling 
provided  by  Mrs.  Kimball,  all  students  in  grades  8-12  are 
expected  to  be  reached. 

Educational  and  occupational  information  is  discussed  in 
counseling  sessions  and  as  part  of  class  work.  At  present  a 
great  deal  of  reference  and  display  material  is  needed.  The 
major  part  of  the  guidance  budget  recently  has  gone  towards 
developing  ithe  guidance  record  and  acquiring  test  materials 
and  services.  It  is  hoped  that  a  larger  share  of  guidance  funds 
for  the  1959-60  school  year  can  be  applied  to  the  development 
of  an  occupational  information  library.  However,  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  other  high  school  guidance  programs  indicate  that 
it  is  verv  difficult  to  maintain  and  disseminate  occupational 
information  effectively  until  a  school  is  large  enough  to  ac¬ 
quire  the  services  of  a  librarian. 

Attempting  to  help  pupils  with  special  problems  has 
brought  several  matters  of  serious  concern  into  focus.  With 
the  larger  classes  entering  the  junior  high  we  are  meeting 
a  number  of  educational  problems  that  cannot  be  helped  by 
guidance.  It  is  very  necessary  to  request  a  separate  remedial 
reading  program  for  those  with  specific  reading  difficulties. 
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Such  a  program  should  extend  from  the  elementary  level 
through  high  school.  Consideration  of  a  stricter  promotion 
policy  in  the  lower  grades  is  requested.  Pupils  who  are  more 
than  one  year  below  grade  in  either  reading  or  arithmetic  are 
unable  to  receive  sufficient  help  through  normal  methods  at 
the  junior  high  level. 

From  the  standpoint  of  guidance  it  is  necessary  to  con¬ 
sider  the  expansion  of  the  industrial  arts  program  in  the 
near  future  if  the  needs  of  Harwich  students  are  to  be  met. 
Trade  training  openings  in  the  Barnstable  High  Trade  Pro¬ 
gram  are  limited  for  out-of-town  pupils  and  are  expected 
to  become  more  limited.  Even  the  opportunity  to  enter  mili¬ 
tary  service  schools  is  being  curtailed. 

Formal  guidance  is  but  one  cog  in  the  educational  system. 
Knowing  that  it  is  accepted  as  a  cooperative  task  is  greatly 
appreciated.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISOR 

I  am  happy  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  elemen¬ 
tary  supervisor  in  the  Harwich  School  Department  and  to 
discuss  the  progress  made  ait  elementary  school  level. 

Our  testing  program  is  as  complete  a  one  as  any  in 
the  state  and  has  received  praise  for  its  thoroughness  from  as 
far  away  as  the  California  Schools.  We  use  the  following 
tests: 

I.  MENTAL  ABILITY 

1. )  Science  Reasearch  Associates  Test  of  Primary  Mental 

Abilities — 

For  children  ready  to  enter  grade  one. 

2. )  Otis  Alpha  Mental  Ability  Tests — 

To  every  third  grade  child  and  to  new  students  en¬ 
tering  grades  one  through  three. 

3. )  Otis  Beta  Mental  Ability  Tests — 

To  every  sixth  grade  child  and  to  new  students  en¬ 
tering  grade  four  through  seven. 

4. )  Stanford  Binet  Individual  Tests — 

To  (a)  Students  who  come  out  very  low  or  very 
high  on  group  intelligence  tests. 
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(b)  Students  whose  ability  and  achievement 
scores  are  not  consistent. 

(c)  Others  referred  by  teachers. 

II.  STANFORD  ACHIEVEMENT  TESTS— 

Given  to  all  students  near  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

III.  DURRELL- SULLIV AN  READING  DIAGNOSTIC  TESTS— 

To  all  students  at  grade  four  level  and  to  students  in 
grade  ithree  through  six  with  special  reading  problems. 

The  result  of  this  intensive  testing  program  has  been  to 
get  a  clear  idea  of  each  child’s  capacity  and  progress.  The 
teachers  and  I  study  results  and  use  them  to  individualize 
instruction. 

With  this  help,  plus  our  keeping  classes  small,  continuing 
ungraded  classes  to  give  special  help  to  slow  learners,  and  the 
earnest  and  conscientious  work  of  the  teachers  in  developing 
reading  skills  and  giving  sound  foundation  in  phonics,  there 
are  now  very  few  pupils  reading  below  level.  This  decline,  plus 
a  remarkable  gain  in  class  medians,  is  very  gratifying. 

A  fine  gain  in  arithmetic  levels  is  also  noticeable  due  to 
the  new  currculum  guides  and  the  effort  by  primary  teachers 
to  teach  arithmetic  concepts  more  thoroughly. 

The  new  English  series  of  books  which  were  put  into  the 
upper  grades  in  1956-57  were  continued  down  through  the 
primary  grades.  We  have  now  completed  the  program  as 
planned  by  our  most  efficient  English  curriculum  committee 
under  leadership  of  Mrs.  Anders  Nelson. 

The  promised  guide  in  Social  Studies  on  the  teaching  of 
Cape  Cod  at  third  grade  level  is  completed  and  needs  only 
editing  and  printing  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  third  grade 
teachers.  A  rough  form  of  this  guide  is  already  in  use.  I  am 
extremely  grateful  to  Mrs.  Cora  Chase,  teacher  in  grade  three, 
for  the  very  thorough  and  excellent  unit  in  Harwich,  which  is 
included  in  this  guide.  This  set  of  units  on  Cape  Cod  is  the 
only  complete  guide  on  the  Cape  being  used  in  schools. 

We  are  ready  now  to  work  on  revising  our  science  cur¬ 
riculum.  Several  teachers  at  various  grade  levels  have  vol¬ 
unteered  to  help  on  studying  curriculum  and  effective  up-to- 
date  materials  to  be  used  in  this  program.  Since  we  have 
completed  the  purchase  of  English  books,  it  should  be  possible 
this  year  to  start  purchasing  science  materials  on  our  regular 
budget.

In  addition  to  continuing  an  excellent  program  for  slow 
learners,  we  considered  this  past  year  the  needs  of  the  gifted 
children.  A  large  percentage  of  the  Harwich  teachers  attended 
a  course  on  the  Gifted  Child  conducted  by  Dr.  Gene  Phillips 
of  Boston  University.  At  this  course  we  heard  lecturers  in 
various  fields  discuss  how  best  to  care  for  the  gifted  child.  We 
have  concluded  that  an  enriched  program  within  the  class¬ 
room  with  his  own  age  level  group  is  the  best  solution  for  a 
gifted  child.  Teachers  are  trying  to  broaden  the  base  of  their 
instruction  to  care  for  this  type  child. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Harwich  School  Committee  and  Su¬ 
perintendent  for  allowing  me  to  attend  meetings  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  General  Supervisors  Association  and  Massachusetts 
State  Psychologists  Association.  It  has  been  very  valuable  to 
discuss  problems  with  general  supervisors  in  the  state.  I  was 
also  happy  to  be  able  to  speak  on  “Our  Expanding  Social 
Studies  Program”  at  an  educational  conference  in  Sutton, 
Massachusetts,  and  on  the  same  subject  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  Massachusetts  Elementary  Principals  and  Supervisors 
Association  in  Amherst. 

I  appreciate  having  these  opportunities  to  make  outside 
contacts.  I  continue  to  enjoy  working  with  a  superintendent 
who  gives  constant  encouragement  to  progress  toward  better 
education,  toward  providing  for  individual  differences  in  stu¬ 
dents,  and  toward  teachers  continual  self-improvement.  My 
appreciation  also  is  extended  to  school  principals,  super¬ 
visors,  teachers,  and  citizens  of  Harwich  for  continued  coop¬ 
eration,  friendliness,  and  courtesy.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 

The  Art  Program  in  Harwich  has  made  much  progress 
towards  providing  creative  and  constructive  opportunities 
for  our  children.  Within  the  limits  of  time  and  space  we  have 
expanded  our  activities  into  various  crafts,  which  I  feel  is 
particularly  pertinent  to  an  art  program  on  the  Cape. 

This  coming  January  a  new  member  will  be  added  to  our 
art  staff.  This  should  provide  the  time  that  is  badly  needed  to 
give  proper  preparation  to  complete  a  project. 

Space  for  an  art  room  is  still  a  primary  obstacle.  Proper 
storage  of  supplies  and  a  place  to  keep  student  work,  as  well 
as  work  space  with  equipment  is  much  needed. 
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The  Cape  nas  a  traditional  reputation  of  Arts  and 
Crafts.  In  fact,  New  England  was  not  only  the  birth  place  of 
our  nation  but  of  our  culture  as  well.  Unfortunately,  recent 
years  have  seen  the  passing  of  most  of  our  Artist-Craftman. 
Over  a  million  dollars  are  spent  here  every  summer  on  im¬ 
ported  crafts  items  that  could  be  made  and  sold  by  the  people 
who  live  here.  This  is  unfortunate;  especially  since  good 
crafts  on  the  Cape  could  be  an  important  attraction  to  sum¬ 
mer  people.  The  expansion  of  small  home  industries  in  the 
crafts  oven  could  be  a  valuable  financial  asset  to  the  entire 
Cape.  Here  is  a  need  for  art  that  has  direct  practical  value.  I 
believe  our  children  should  be  exposed  to  as  many  mediums 
as  possible  with  the  hope  they  may  select  an  arts  and  crafts 
field  to  pursue.  We  lose  all  too  many  of  our  graduates  who, 
not  realizing  the  potential  here  on  the  Cape,  seek  jobs  else¬ 
where. 

In  a  few  years  many  of  the  children  I  have  taught  in 
the  lower  grades  will  be  reaching  High  School.  The  results 
of  our  present  program  will  show  up  then.  There  will  be  an 
increase  of  interest  in  Arts  and  Crafts  to  an  extent  that  our 
present  facilities  could  not  possibly  handle.  Interest  began 
to  show  this  year  with  an  increase  in  those  choosing  the  Art 
Electives  and  many  students  being  unable  to  fit  into  the 
schedule. 

I  must  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  those  members  of 
the  staff  who  through  their  cooperation  have  made  it  possible 
to  attempt  the  projects  of  the  past  year.  Most  of  all,  the 
children  deserve  credit  for  all  the  hard  work  and  interest. 
There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  creative  energy  released  this 
year  and  I  am  sure  most  parents  are  well  aware  of  this  by 
the  volume  of  work  that  has  gone  home.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  INSTRUCTOR 

HARWICH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  efforts  of  my  colleague  in  the  elementary  grades,  Mr. 
Griffiths,  are  beginning  to  be  noticed  at  the  junior  high  level. 
This  years  seventh  grade  class  has  many  more  fine  instru¬ 
mentalists  than  the  previous  seventh  grades.  This  group  joins 
with  our  High  School  pupils  once  each  week  for  orchestra  re¬ 
hearsals.  We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
parents  of  these  seventh  grade  instrumentalists  for  supplying 
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transportation  between  Brooks  Academy  and  the  High  School 
so  that  these  students  can  participate  in ’orchestra.  We  are 
pleased  to  announce  that  the  orchestra  is  improving  in  qual¬ 
ity  and  growing  in  size.  We  now  number  about  thirty  players 
and  expect  that  some  of  our  beginning  students  this  year  will 
play  well  enough  to  join  us  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Our 
debut  for  this  year  will  be  at  the  Christmas  assembly. 

In  addition  to  orchestra  playing,  we  are  encouraging  the 
formation  of  small  ensembles.  This  is  a  field  which  is  more 
exacting  than  orchestra  playing  and  for  the  able  student,  very 
satisfying.  At  present  we  have  a  wind  quintet  which  per¬ 
formed  for  the  Harwich  Women’s  Club  in  December,  and  a 
woodwind  trio  which  will  be  heard  in  public  very  soon.  Again 
this  year,  a  listening  course  in  music  appreciation  is  given  in 
the  seventh  grade. 

Instrumental  lessons  are  available  for  all  students  in 
grades  seven  through  twelve.  The  majority  taking  these  les¬ 
sons  are  in  the  junior  high  years.  My  time  in  Harwich  is 
divided  rather  evenly  between  the  High  School  and  Brooks 
Academy.  At  the  Academy  we  are  indebted  to  Dr.  Chace  for 
the  use  of  her  office  as  a  lesson  room.  At  the  High  School  we 
use  a  hallway  adjoining  the  gymnasium.  This  lack  of  space 
at  the  High  School  is  not  news  to  anyone  reading  this  report. 
We  also  realize  that  our  department  is  not  the  only  one 
affected  by  this  shortage  of  space.  We  hope  that  this  space 
situation  can  be  resolved  soon. 

Our  concert  and  festival  this  year  are  basically  the  same 
as  in  the  past.  Plans  are  now  under  way  for  these  events. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  those  whose  help 
and  cooperation  contributed  to  the  succes  of  our  program 
this  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

SUPERVISOR 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  report  an  all-time  high  in  enroll¬ 
ment  for  instrumental  music  instruction  this  year — with  a 
total  of  155  individual  students  from  grades  two  through  six 
within  the  Union.  Many  favorable  factors  contribute  to  this 
ever-growing  interest,  such  as  our  summer  program,  the 
town  music  organizations,  the  Young  Audience  concerts,  and 
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our  active  Parent-Teacher  support.  Our  own  talent-finding 
system  is  proving  very  effective,  and  most  of  these  students 
are  making  very  good  progress. 

Our  classroom  work  in  Music  Appreciation  is  still  con¬ 
tinued.  although  temporarily  curtailed  somewhat,  due  to  the 
time-demand  of  the  large  instrumental  classes. 

Our  program  of  instruction  is  diverse,  including  a  dozen 
kinds  of  instruments.  While  only  three  of  these  are  strings, 
we  are  still  emphasizing  the  string  group.  It  is  significant  that 
our  national  shortage  of  string  talent  is  now  being  recognized. 
At  this  writing,  the  American  Federation  of  Musicians  has 
just  announced  100  scholarships  for  string  instrument  study 
— and  these  are  in  addition  to  those  offered  by  most  colleges. 

Any  successful  program  of  music  education  must  be 
founded  upon  and  guided  by  a  sound  educational  philosophy. 
We  constantly  strive  to  attain  and  maintain  this  balance. 

We  would  like  to  refer  to — and  quote  from —  a  recent 
survey  by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  entitled  “The  Pursuit 
of  Excellence  in  Education”,  a  condensation  of  which  was 
published  in  Reader’s  Digest,  November  1958.  It  says,  in  part, 
“one  still  hears  arguments  over  quantity  versus  quality  in 
education.  Such  arguments  assume  that  society  can  choose 
to  educate  a  few  people  exceedingly  well,  or  a  great  number 
of  people  somewhat  less  well — that  it  cannot  do  both.  A 
society  such  as  ours  has  no  chioce  but  to  do  both;  it  calls 
for  the  development  of  individual  potentialities  at  all  levels. 
An  undiscovered  talent,  a  wasted  skill,  a  misapplied  human 
ability  is  a  threat  to  our  capacity  to  survive — -not  just  as  a 
nation,  but  as  a  nation  of  free  individuals”.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC 

As  I  complete  the  twelfth  year  of  my  vocal  music  super¬ 
vision  in  the  school  of  Union  #16  (now  Harwich  and  Chat¬ 
ham)  and  look  over  the  senior  members  of  my  glee  clubs  and 
choruses,  it  is  with  a  feeling  of  pride  and  the  hope  that  as 
we  went  along  the  way  together  (they  were  first  graders  when 
I  came),  they  may  have  gleaned  a  love  and  feeling  for,  and 
a  knowledge  and  appreciation  of,  music — the  language  of  the 
emotions.

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One  of  my  most  pleasant  inner  satisfactions  is  when  I 
hear  from  some  former  choral  member  who  writes  or  reports 
that  he  or  she  has  joined  a  choral  group — a  glee  club  or 
musical  organization  in  college  and  is  thankful  for  the  train¬ 
ing  and  contact  he  had  at  Harwich. 

A  basic  aim  stressed  in  the  teaching  of  music  in  your 
town  has  been  to  give  your  children  a  real  love  of  singing 
and  enjoying  fine  music.  Music  and  childhood  go  together.  It 
is  no  wonder  that  children  are  full  of  song,  for  songs  are 
made  of  materials  that  are  as  common  as  daily  food  and 
drink,  sound  and  movement,  play  and  work,  thoughts  and 
words,  moods  and  melodies.  Music  is  a  major  means  of  com¬ 
munication  which  is  capable  of  being  used  in  ways  that  will 
give  children  better  command  of  all  their  expressive  actions. 

Mrs.  McKenney — my  assistant  in  the  grades — is  doing  a 
splendid  job  and  it  is  a  pleasure  indeed  to  have  her  working 
with  me. 

New  music  books  have  been  secured  for  the  junior  high 
grades  and  are  indeed  a  god-send.  Both  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  are  doing  very  creditable  work. 

The  high  school  chorus  is  one  of  the  finest  choral  organ¬ 
izations  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  working  with.  Four  part 
music  too — for  the  first  time  in  many  years. 

Mr.  Piccolo  and  I  have  more  or  less  a  problem  with 
conflicting  rehearsal  space — use  of  piano,  etc. — but  matters 
work  out  after  a  fashion,  and  Mr.  MacKay  has  been  quite 
cooperative.  Mr.  Morgan  has  informed  me,  too,  of  the  prob¬ 
abilities  of  another  piano  for  our  use. 

As  in  other  years,  we  have  had  a  fine  representation  of 
students  at  our  three  big  musical  events — the  Union  #16 
Festival — the  Cape  Massed  Music  Festival  held  this  year  at 
the  Dennis- Yarmouth  new  Regional  School — and  the  All  New 
England  Massed  Music  Festival  held  at  Dover,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  (despite  two  snow  storms  at  the  time!)  Students  and 
I  are  most  grateful  to  the  School  Committee  and  authorities 
that  have  made  so  much  participation  possible. 

It  is  very  apparent  that  as  music  becomes  more  and  more 
an  integral  and  vital  part  of  the  school  curriculum,  the  in¬ 
creasing  need  for  a  large  range  program  which  will  offer 
twelve  years  of  music  experience  to  the  average  youngster, 
becomes  quite  acute.  This  need  requires  not  only  careful  plan¬ 
ning,  but  continued  evaluation  to  students,  teachers,  parents, 
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and  to  the  community  in  general,  as  to  the  results  to  date, 
and  as  to  the  ultimate  goals  of  the  music  program  in  the 
school. 

Singing  is  the  basic  activity  in  any  well-rounded  program 
of  music  education.  It  is  an  expressive  art  that  cannot  be 
neglected  justifiably  in  any  general  curriculum  aiming  for 
the  fullest  personal  and  social  development  of  all  children.  In 
fact — to  me — music  is  the  highest  of  the  arts;  and  art,  along 
with  religion,  is  the  way  in  which  people  express  the  best  that 
is  in  them.  Expressing  the  best  that  is  in  us  brings  a  spiritual 
regard  more  potent  and  more  permanent  than  any  worldly 
goods.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ELEMENTARY 

VOCAL  MUSIC 

Vocal  music  in  the  Harwich  Elementary  School  begins 
with  the  kindergarten  and  extends  through  the  sixth  grade. 
Last  year  the  kindergarten  and  first  grade  learned,  on  the 
average,  two  songs  a  week  and  enjoyed  rhythmic  activities. 
In  the  second  grade  music  books  were  first  used  by  the 
children  and  reading  by  syllables  was  begun.  Each  week,  also, 
a  new  rote  song  was  enjoyed.  The  third  and  fourth  grades 
grew  more  and  more  proficient  in  note  reading,  and  also  en¬ 
joyed  the  pleasure  of  a  new  rote  song  each  week.  The  fifth 
graders  took  great  pride  in  their  new  books  and  found  a  new 
experience  in  two-part  singing.  Many  note  and  rote  songs 
were  learned.  Singing  in  three  parts  and  sight-reading  simple 
songs  assured  the  sixth  grade  children  that  all  the  past 
study  had  been  worth  while. 

In  addition  to  classroom  singing  and  study  each  grade 
sang  songs  during  the  year  at  the  various  assemblies,  and  at 
the  April  meeting  of  the  P.T.A.  picked  choruses  from  the 
fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  presented  a  short  concert. 

In  closing,  teaching  music  in  the  elementary  school  is 
a  happy,  satisfying  experience.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

The  examination  of  children  taking  the  first  step  in 
formal  education  reveals  the  usual  number  of  minor  defects 
we  have  come  to  expect.  Dental  caries  continues  to  be  a  dis¬ 
tressing,  frequent  finding. 

We  have  a  definite  impression  that  there  is  an  upswing 
in  the  number  of  children  showing  evidence  of  rickets  as  a 
result  of  insufficient  cod  liver  oil  or  of  a  preparation  contain¬ 
ing  adequate  Vitamin  D. 

It  is  upsetting  that  many  mothers  substitute  some  widely 
advertised  substance  which  might  better  go  down  the  drain. 
Too  many  listeners  conclude  that  the  louder  and  faster  a 
broadcaster  shouts,  the  more  valuable  the  preparation  must 
be.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

During  the  fall  of  1958  all  children  in  grades  8  through 
12  were  examined  and  generally  found  to  be  in  good  physical 
condition. 

There  were  a  few  children  with  postural  defects  which 
can  be  corrected  by  exercise — also  there  were  a  few  children 
with  dental  problems  which  can  be  easily  corrected. 

All  the  children  in  the  athletic  program  were  examined 
separately  and  carefully.  The  teams  included  boys  basketball, 
girls  basketball,  boys  soccer  and  girls  field  hockey.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

All  of  the  pupils  in  grades  four  through  seven  were  ex¬ 
amined  in  the  autumn  of  1958.  The  vast  majority  of  pupils 
can  be  classified  as  being  in  good  general  health.  Among 
the  defects  or  disorders  revealed,  in  decreasing  order  of  fre¬ 
quency,  were  dental  caries,  pes  planus  (fiat  feet),  chronic 
tonsilitis,  eye  muscle  inbalance,  various  personality  and  socio¬ 
economic  disorders,  postural  and  skeletal  defects,  nutritional 
deficiencies,  and  hernias. 
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It  should  be  noted  that  the  disorders  encountered  were 
all  ones  which  had  been  detected  in  school  examinations  of 
other  years,  or  were  likely  to  have  arisen  since  the  previous 
examination.  This  fact  should  certainly  be  construed  as  a 
tribute  to  the  skillful,  thorough  and  understanding  work  done 
with  these  same  children  through  the  years,  etc.  by  Dr.  Norris 
G.  Orchard.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

The  people  of  the  town  are  familiar  with  the  general 
routine  of  the  School  Health  Program;  its  examinations, 
“shots”  and  dental  program. 

Although  Dr.  Dana  treats  an  average  of  12  to  14  pupils 
each  day  that  he  is  here,  it  is  not  enough.  These  same  pupils 
have  to  return  for  further  treatment  even  though  we  try 
to  do  some  treatment  for  each  one  that  we  have  permission 
to  do. 

Reviewing  the  fact  that  American  children  have  too 
many  sweets  and  often  on  our  school  menu  we  have  had 
puddings,  or  jello — the  children  will  buy  ice-cream  too. 

Consulting  Mr.  Nesmith  and  Mrs.  Symmes  who  have 
charge  of  the  lunchroom — we  though  it  advisable  to  cut  down 
on  the  ice  cream  as  it  was  no  novelty  for  the  child  to  have 
ice  cream  every  day  and  later  in  the  day  some  children 
having  ice  cream  and  candy  again  in  the  Drugstore. 

Starting  in  November  we  cut  down  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
to  two  days  a  week.  The  question  was  brough  up  about  the 
children  who  bring  their  lunches — looking  the  lunches  over 
I  find  they  have  cake  or  cookies  as  well  as  a  substantial  sand¬ 
wich. 

We  have  a  number  of  children  who  are  over  weight  and 
wre  are  trying  to  encourage  them  to  eat  more  fruits  and  ask 
the  parents  to  help  them  at  home. 

The  under  weight  child  is  also  considered  and  we  try 
to  give  them  extra  milk  through  the  kindness  of  the  Ladies  of 
the  Sacred  Heart  Association  and  the  Harwich  Visiting  Nurse 
Association. 

The  Harwich  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  also  providing 
cod  liver  oil  and  free  lunches  from  January  until  April.  The 
school  has  given  a  few  free  lunches,  too. 
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Several  pairs  of  glasses  have  been  provided  by  the  Police 
Association — and  the  Junior  Woman’s  Club  have  paid  for  one 
tonsil  operation.  The  Salvation  Army  Fund  is  used  for  cloth¬ 
ing  and  shoes. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see,  when  the  request  is  made  for  cloth¬ 
ing,  shoes  etc. — -that  people  respond  immediately  and  natur¬ 
ally  their  interest  is  the  children.
